PWA commits suicide 
to focus attention 
on HMO problems

A Southern California man with AIDS 
set his truck and himself on fire 
Thursday, April 30 after blocking two 
Los Angeles freeways, then shot him¬ 
self to death in front of millions of television 
viewers to bring attention to problems he 
faced and the healthcare he received at his 
Health Maintenance Organization (HMO). 
However, it seems the message he prepared 
for the world will not get wide notice. 

The man’s sister and neighbors have 
identified him as Daniel V. Jones, a 40-year- 
old maintenance worker at the Renaissance 
Hotel in Long Beach. According to his sister, 
Jones was HIV-positive, and his HMO had 


mixed up his records with another patient, 
adversely affecting his health some years ago. 

Jones threw a satchel over the side of an 
elevated ramp during the freeway standoff. 
According to the Los Angeles Times, the 
satchel contained a videotaped suicide note 
in which Jones blamed his failing health and 
his medical insurer for his decision to take his 
own life. Photographed sitting on a couch 
next to his dog, Gladdis, Jones reportedly said 
on the tape, “I’m not going to fight the dis¬ 
ease. It has affected my neurological system. 
I’m not going to end up crazy.” 

He also said, “I’m a dead man,” and iden¬ 
tified a doctor but not his HMO. 

During the ordeal, Jones called 911 on a 
cell phone and begged a dispatcher to stop

Gay man guilty 
in nit man case

A Contra Costa Superior Court jury 
found an East Bay gay former physi¬ 
cian guilty of two felony counts of so¬ 
liciting the murder-for-hire of his 
onetime lover, and rejected his claims that 
he was not guilty by reason of AIDS demen¬ 
tia, on Thursday, April 29. 

Gary Parkison, MD, now faces 25 years to 
life in state prison on the charges. 

Parkison had pleaded not guilty to the 
charges on the grounds that he was insane, 
because he suffered from AIDS dementia at 
the time he asked an undercover police of¬ 
fice to kill his former lover Jim Swan, a San 
Francisco architect. 

Parkison was also convicted of three ad¬ 
ditional felony counts of insurance fraud re¬ 
lated to the case, but the jury acquitted him 
of setting an arson fire in the building where 
he also briefly operated an executive reloca-

S hortly after longtime gay activist Dick 
Pabich agreed to be Mayor Willie 
Brown’s “AIDS Czar” in early Febru¬ 
ary, he found himself facing several 
crises. Immediately he had to find new fiscal 
agents for the National Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention’s three local programs, while si¬ 
multaneously dealing with differing reac¬ 
tions to the mayor’s controversial plan to 
create an employment development unit in 
the Department of Public Health (DPH) to 
address workplace entry and re-entry for

people living with HIV/AIDS. 

Now, after a few months on the job — for 
which Pabich, who’s living with AIDS, is 
working without pay — he says he has got¬ 
ten settled in and hired an assistant, openly 
gay African-American Bill Barnes, a 21-year- 
old activist whom Pabich first noticed at the 
Mayor’s HIV/AIDS Summit in late January. 

“Bill brought himself to my attention 
with his comments,” Pabich laughed as he 
recalled the exchange. “He made a very 
strong statement about the lack of youth in 
the planning process. When I decided to take 
this job it was as a volunteer, and I asked to 
hire an assistant. I particularly wanted some-

C ontractual restrictions en¬ 
forced by Boy George’s 
booking agent in the Unit¬ 
ed States have forced the enter¬ 
tainer to back out of his scheduled 
appearance at this year’s Pride 
Celebration in San Francisco. 

According to Pride Committee 
Executive Director Teddy Wither- 
ington, George and his reunited 
Culture Club band are scheduled 
to tour America beginning in July. 
They were told by the William 
Morris Agency that they could 
not perform at concert venues 
that the booking agency had not 
scheduled. George’s own London 
management had originally con¬ 
firmed the singer’s Pride appear¬ 
ance, but apparently was unable

to sway William Morris to relax 
booking restrictions. 

Witherington expressed 
“heartbreak” at the cancellation, 
noting that George had definitely 
“wanted to be here.” But he also 
hinted that “more stuff is cook¬ 
ing,” noting that included among 
the final lineup of entertainers at 
the event will be several other 
performers of “major interna¬ 
tional stature.” Recently, the Pride 
Committee confirmed the main- 
stage appearances of Billy Ray 
Martin, Murmurs, and Alannah 
Myles. Negotiations with other 
“big name” acts are still taking 
place. 

“I’m happy in some respects,” 
Witherington said. “George’s can¬ 
cellation this year makes it all the 
more likely he’ll play here next 
year.” T 



Sunshine task force 
fine tuning legislation

S upervisor Tom Ammiano’s 
Accountability on Nonprof¬ 
its Task Force has begun 
meeting again in an effort to fine 
tune draft legislation that would 
bring “sunshine” to nonprofits 
that receive city funding. The 20- 
member task force met April 29 
and again May 6, Ammiano’s of¬ 
fice said. 

Ammiano distributed draft 
legislation at an April 22 hearing 
before the board’s Finance Com¬ 
mittee, where many community 
activists testified about the need 
to bring more scrutiny to the 
inner workings of nonprofits. 

The proposed ordinance still 
needs to be heard again by the fi¬ 
nance committee and go before 
the full board. “I’m cautiously op¬ 
timistic,” Ammiano told the B.A.R. 
of the chances for his plan to be 
heard by the finance committee, 
before it becomes overwhelmed 
with hearings on the city’s 1998- 
99 budget. At last month’s hearing, 
Supervisor Mabel Teng, who 
chairs the committee, said she 
would attempt to hold a hearing as 
quickly as possible. Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom, also a member of 
the committee, seemed supportive 
of the proposal. 

“I feel more comfortable today 
than I did,” said Newsom. “I like 
what I heard today.” 

Ammiano’s proposal would 
address several areas, including 
public access to meetings, public 
access to records, community rep¬ 
resentation, and compliance. 
Under public access to meet¬ 


ings, the draft ordinance requires 
nonprofits to designate and hold at 
least two public meetings per year, 
with issues addressed by an 
agency’s board of directors to “be 
of approximately the same general 
nature and significance to the non¬ 
profit organization as issues typi¬ 
cally addressed by the board.” Some 
nonprofits are exempt, such as sui¬ 
cide prevention counseling ser¬ 
vices, abortion counseling, and do¬ 
mestic violence sheltering services. 

The proposal also requires 
nonprofits to provide public no¬ 
tice of each public meeting at least 
30 days in advance, and provide 
that information to the board of 
supervisors’ clerk, who will then 
post the information. 

One of the changes from the 
task force’s original recommenda¬ 
tions is that there is no provision 
in the proposed law for the city to 
have representation on nonprofit 
boards. That was dropped by Am¬ 
miano just prior to the finance 
committee meeting last month, 
and had been the thorniest issue 
for activists and nonprofits to 
agree on. Under community rep¬ 
resentation, the proposal now 
calls for nonprofits to seek board 
members who are consumers of 
services provided by the organiza¬ 
tion and to make a good faith ef¬ 
fort to have at least one such per¬ 
son on the board. 

Under the section detailing 
public access to records, the draft 
ordinance requires nonprofits to 
“maintain and make available for 
public inspection and copying a 
packet of financial information.” 
That packet would include at a 
minimum, the agency’s most re¬ 


cent annual budget, most recent 
state and federal tax returns, any fi¬ 
nancial audits performed by or for 
the city, and any performance eval¬ 
uations performed by or for the 
city. Nonprofits may charge actual 
photocopying fees if someone 
wants copies of the information. 

At last month’s public hearing, 
Controller Ed Harrington said the 
city is in the process of compiling 
a database of community-based 
organizations (CBOs) that receive 
city funds, and that they should 
be audited along with city depart¬ 
ments. Some 500 CBOs receive 
approximately $150 million in 
funding through the city; of 
those, about 30 each get over $1 
million, Harrington said. 

There has been some opposi¬ 
tion to the nonprofit sunshine law 
Ammiano is pushing. Dr. Gene 
Gowdey, a member of the city’s 
HIV Health Services Planning 
Council (CARE Council) and a 
provider of dental services to peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS, strong¬ 
ly opposed any sunshine for non¬ 
profits, saying proponents’ argu¬ 
ments were not valid. 

“I oppose the sunshine pro¬ 
posal,” testified Gowdey. “It’s sad 
and pitiful, [it’s like] shooting an 
arrow in our backs.” 

Members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, several of whom serve on 
the task force, disagreed. “I am not 
a victim, I’m a survivor and a lot 
of us are not treated fairly,” said 
Peggy Taylor Campbell. 

Gowdey’s colleague on the 
planning council, ACT UP/Gold¬ 
en Gate member Matthew Sharp, 
said, “Accountability is a good 
thing. Just ask Martha Stewart.” ▼

“I’m just shocked,” said a Billy 
Club member who asked to re¬ 
main anonymous. “I’m so out¬ 
raged. The gay presence up here is 
pretty well accepted. It’s rather 
quiet, and people get left alone. It’s 
a tragic thing for the Billy Club. 
It’d be like leaving a faerie gather¬ 
ing and have this happen.” ▼

Transient arrested in 
gay Mendocino murder

A uthorities in Mendocino 
County made an arrest 
Wednesday, May 6 in con¬ 
nection with the murder of a gay 
man found beaten to death last 
Sunday near Ukiah. And, they say, 
at least one more arrest in the case 
is possible. 

The victim was identified by 
the Mendocino County Sheriff’s 
Department as Lewis Pearson, 44, 
of Aptos, California. He had ap¬ 
parently been participating in a 
weekend gathering of the Billy 
Club, a group of gay men who 
enjoy rural lifestyles, shortly be¬ 
fore his body was found near a 
popular cruising spot in Mendo¬ 
cino County. 

“Pearson was discovered on 
May 3 at about 1 p.m. by a ranch¬ 
er who was checking his vineyard,” 
Captain Kevin Broin of the Men¬ 
docino County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment told the Bay Area Reporter 
“He was near his car. He appeared 
to have been beaten to death. The 
farmer reported it to our depart¬ 
ment, and sheriff’s detectives col¬ 
lected evidence at the scene.” 

Broin added that at least two 
witnesses, who did not see the in¬ 
cident occur, nevertheless saw ve¬ 
hicles at scene and were able to 
describe them to investigators. 

“We developed the informa¬ 
tion far enough that we were able 


to trace one suspect and make an 
arrest,” Broin said. He identified 
the arrestee as Rick Fernandez, a 
“transient” from the Calpella area, 
who had checked into the Ukiah 
Motel 6. 

Fernandez, 24, was charged 
with murder and is being held in 
the Mendocino County Jail on 
$100,000 bail. 

“There appears to be more 
than one person involved,” said 
Broin, indicating that possibly 
two more people may have played 
a role in the murder. “We feel 
strongly that there’s the possibili¬ 
ty of more arrests.” 

“We won’t discount the possi¬ 
bility of this being a hate crime,” 
Broin replied when asked whether 
the murder was being treated as 
such. “But I’d hate to label it any¬ 
thing until we get all the facts and 
learn what the motive was. I 
wouldn't rule out a hate crime.” 

Broin said he “couldn’t speak 
to motive at this time. I can’t spec¬ 
ulate.” 

“If this does turn out to be a 
gay-related hate crime,” said 
Ukiah Daily Journal Reporter 
Glenda Anderson, it would be the 
first of its kind in Mendocino 
County. She speculated, however, 
that it might have been a case of 
random violence. In her neck of 
the woods, she said, “we have a lot 
of young people wigged out on 
methamphetamines.” 

Anderson also noted that Pear-

City council: Berkeley 
scouts must pay

- ; :p he Boy Scouts of America’s 
national policy discriminat- 
11 ing against gays and atheists 
has hurt local affiliations where it 
counts — in the wallet. On Tues¬ 
day, May 5 the Berkeley City 
Council overwhelmingly voted 8 
to 1 to stop giving the Sea Scouts 
a free ride by not charging for two 
berths at the Berkeley Marina. 
The decision means that for the 
first time in 60 years, the local 
group that works with inner-city 
youth will have to figure out how 
to come up with the approxi¬ 
mately $12,000 annual rent for 
the berths. 

Across the bay, San Francisco 
Supervisor Mabel Teng was in¬ 
strumental in getting a local char¬ 
ity organization to drop four Cal¬ 
ifornia Boy Scout councils from 
its list of recipients of a city em¬ 
ployees’ annual charity drive, be¬ 
cause of the national policy that 


excludes gays. The national group 
is in court defending its exclu¬ 
sionary position that also bars 
atheists. 

The program raised $563,000 
last year; city workers can make 
charitable contributions to one of 
nine umbrella groups directly from 
payroll deductions. One of those 
groups, Local Independent Chari¬ 
ties, listed four Boy Scout councils 
among its recipients. The group 
took the scouts off the list after 
Teng voiced strong opposition at a 
finance committee meeting. 

The Berkeley council vote was 
good news for openly gay Coun- 
cilmember Kriss Worthington, 
whose office spent a lot of time 
working on the matter. Last 
month, the city’s Waterfront 
Commission voted to continue 
letting the Sea Scouts use the 
berths for free, setting up this 
week’s showdown at the council 
meeting. Worthington said the 
chambers was overflowing with 
about 150 Boy Scouts, Sea Scouts, 


and their supporters, who were 
“lobbying heavily” for the council 
to back the waterfront commis¬ 
sion. . 

Prior to the council’s action 
Tuesday night, which came after 
nearly two hours of discussion, 
the city’s Peace and Justice Com¬ 
mission voted unanimously to 
stop giving the berths to the Sea 
Scouts for free. 

“It’s quite sensational,” Wor¬ 
thington told the B.A.R. “The 
council showed courage by stand¬ 
ing up against discrimination.” He 
added that the resolution did ac¬ 
knowledge that the Sea Scouts ex¬ 
pressed opposition to its parent 
organization, the national Boy 
Scouts of America, of the group’s 
anti-gay policy. 

The Sea Scouts receive no 
money from the national group 
and have only held small 
fundraisers. Supporters do not 
know how they will come up with 
the money, but were not surprised 
by the council’s decision. ▼

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Women's Building groundbreaking tonight

|H reception to celebrate the 
, groundbreaking of the 
'€i Women’s Building renova¬ 
tions and program enhancements 
will be held tonight (Thursday, 
May 7), complete with a ceremo¬ 
nial sledgehammering in the rub¬ 
ble to begin construction for seis¬ 
mic retrofitting and expansion. In¬ 
terested members of the public are 
invited to “toast” the old Women’s 
Building and hear an announce¬ 
ment about the legendary women 
for whom rooms in the renovated 
building will be named, said 
spokeswoman Rachel Timoner. 

Guests are expected to include 
San Francisco Mayor Willie 
Brown, members of the Board of 
Supervisors, and other communi¬ 
ty leaders. A brief program will pay 
tribute to a few special supporters 
of the project’s capital campaign. 

Timoner said the Women’s 
Building is in the midst of two 
major transformations. The “Re¬ 
inforce the Dream Campaign” is a 
fundraising drive to raise $5.9 
million for the building’s renova¬ 
tions. The “Visionary Transition” 
is a two-year campaign to develop 
and implement new, innovative 
programming based on a com¬ 
munity needs assessment. The 
work is planned to be completed 
in the year 2000. 

“The Women’s Building in¬ 
tends to bring the spirit of the 
building’s admired mural inside 
— to make the structure as 


strong, and its programs as reflec¬ 
tive of the community that is its 
home,” Timoner said. ▼

18th Street.

The judge ordered such a hear¬ 
ing to take place on June 4, at

Lungren denies 
pressuring landlord 
to evict pot club

aving failed to obtain a 
court order permanently 
• shutting down the medical 
marijuana facility now known as 
the Cannabis Healing Center, Cal¬ 
ifornia Attorney General Dan 
Lungren reportedly has tried a 
new hard-ball tactic: pressuring 
the elderly landlord of the pot 
club’s building to evict his tenants. 

According to club founder 
Dennis Peron, who has stepped 
down from running the operation 
to devote himself full time to run¬ 
ning for governor, Lungren re¬ 
cently sent 10 state narcotics po¬ 
lice and lawyers from his office to 
the home of 94-year-old Victor 
Zachariah, who owns the building 
at 1444 Market Street where the 
healing center has been located 
since 1995, “and coerced him to 
sign a statement saying he didn’t 
want me in the building. They 
threatened him, saying they’d take 
the building.” 

In the note, according to 
Peron, Zachariah wrote that “I 
didn’t know he [Peron] was sell¬ 
ing illegal drugs there [at the 
Cannabis Healing Center] and I 
ordered him to vacate the proper¬ 
ty” 

When contacted by telephone 
on Monday, Zachariah (whose 
number was obtained from the 
phone book after center volun¬ 
teers declined to give it out) con¬ 
firmed he had written a note say¬ 
ing he no longer wanted the 
Cannabis Healing Center as a ten¬ 
ant. When asked whether anyone 
had asked him to write the note, 
Zachariah declined to say, reply¬ 
ing curtly that “that’s my busi¬ 
ness.” 

A spokesman for the Attorney 
General, who claimed to be very 
familiar with the state’s proceed¬ 
ings against the pot club, denied 
his boss had sent any agents to 
Zachariah’s home. 

“If we have to move, we’ll 
move,” said Peron. He added, 
however, that “when you sign a 
thing under duress, when it comes 
out in court, the judge is not 
going to like it. A jury wouldn’t 
like knowing the cops threatened 
him [Zachariah] with forfeiture.” 

Peron said that on a personal 
level, he and “Mr. Zach” (as he 
calls his landlord) get along very 
well.

Meanwhile, on Wednesday, 
April 29, Superior Court Judge 
William Cahill denied a renewed 
request by Lungren for a new 
temporary restraining order 
against Hazel Rodgers and the 
Cannabis Healing Center she now 
runs (having assumed leadership 
after Peron stepped down on 
April 20). 

Cahill ruled that newspaper 
articles submitted as evidence of 
the illegal activities within the 
building constitute only “inad¬ 
missible hearsay.” 

“There is insufficient evidence 
as to what is occurring inside the 
Center for this court to issue an 
order closing the Center without 
a full preliminary injunction 
hearing,” Cahill wrote in his deci-

ty had complained to Lungren 
about the activities outside the 
center. 

“If this nuisance is not imme¬ 
diately controlled,” wrote Cahill, 
“upon a proper showing, the 
plaintiff [Lungren] may return to 
this court to renew its request for 
an immediate Temporary Re¬ 
straining Order.” 

“We’re happy to do that,” said 
Lynne Barnes, one of the center’s 
volunteers. She explained that the 
area is now patrolled by people 
with walkie-talkies who ensure 
the club stays in compliance with 
the order. She then noted the cen¬ 
ter’s new summer hours are 11- 
a.m. to 1 p.m. Monday through 
Thursday; Friday from 11 a.m. to 
7 p.m., and Saturday from 7 p.m.

ack when American journalism was 
- the envy of the world, it was under¬ 
stood that the media interviewed the 
media only when desperate. Those stories 
were reserved for the bleak off-hours of po¬ 
litical conventions, for example, when re¬ 
porters knew that delegates were too 
punchy or too drunk to make sense; by 
turning their attention and microphones to 
each other, they could perhaps create the il¬ 
lusion that they were following a real story. 

Now the media is the only thing the 
media seems to care about. 

* Part of the problem is the Lewinski/Paula 
Jones debacle, which is built upon the bones 
of the Princess Diana story, which was itself 
erected over the still-festering grave of Mrs. 
O.J. Simpson. In all three cases, the media’s 
coverage of the story became the story. And 
judging from way that process has acceler¬ 
ated, and the reckless speed at which re¬ 
porters are littering the landscape with dis¬ 
carded concepts like verification, the future 
of responsible journalism seems about as se¬ 
cure as a crash test dummy. 

The most recent media frenzy (or most 
recent as these words are written; who 
knows what may come in the interim) cen¬ 
tered around the last hours of Daniel V. 
Jones. Not a household name, he was just 
one of the thousands of people in Los An¬ 
geles who have had HIV-and-HMO-disease. 
According to friends, his health deteriorat¬ 
ed partly because his medical records were 
exchanged with another patient’s within the 
black hole bureaucracy of an HMO. 

Anyone who has dealt with an HMO for 
any serious condition must know the in¬ 
dustry’s attitude toward health is frequent¬ 
ly cavalier, and often bordering on criminal. 
It is hard to console friends who are breast 
cancer patients or people with AIDS (or any 
other condition) who must fight for 
months, for instance, to get a second opin¬ 
ion or a so-called “experimental” procedure 
that could save their lives; they — and we 
— know that every second spent in that 
needless chase is time lost, utterly and ir¬ 
revocably. It’s only the ironically-named 
“Health Maintenance Organizations” that 
seem blind to that reality. 

So it is understandable that Jones would 
feel that, as long as his life was slipping away, 
he might as well spend its last hours bring¬ 


ing attention to the HMO prob- - 
lem. In his despair, he thought his 
suicide on a barricaded freeway overpass 
might alert others to the seeming hope¬ 
lessness of the situation he ^ 

faced. It was no accident that 
he chose the highest elevation 
of that labyrinthine freeway 
system: he wanted the news choppers to be 
able to see him clearly, and get a good shot of 
his sign: HMOs are in it for the money. 

And then, when he was certain he had 
our attention, he set fire to his truck, killed 
his dog, and blew his brains out, so every¬ 
one would know he was serious. 

Viewer protests instantly spun the story 
on its axis, and soon the media was the story 
again. There was hand-wringing, and accu¬ 
sations and denials, and pronouncements, 
and pomposity, but few of the discussions 
that Jones set out to prompt. 

We still don’t know if a tree falling in an 
empty woods makes a sound, but we have 
learned that a person with HIV can fall in the 
middle of America’s largest urban area and 



be rendered silent. Jones wanted to 
make sure he would not go quietly into 
that dark night, but sadly wound up 
^ being just another casualty of the 
medical malpractice industry. 
One more dead PWA who had 
a story to tell, but the TV sta¬ 
tions are so busy interviewing 
each other they haven’t bothered to tell it. 

We’re glad to have the opportunity to 
point out to others in despair that there are 
better ways of dealing with depression than 
killing your pets and yourself. This Wednes¬ 
day, May 13, the national Depressive and 
Manic-Depressive Association will co-host a 
Town Hall meeting to discuss the problem. 

Everyone is invited to the program, 
which begins at 8 p.m. at the Herbst The¬ 
atre (at 401 Van Ness Avenue), and if you 
have to ask yourself if you need to discuss 
your depression, you probably do. 

If Jones proved anything, it’s that suicide 
doesn’t work. Talking about depression 
does. If you need help, get help. The Town 
Hall meeting is a good place to begin. ▼

ear fellow HIV Planning Council 
' members and concerned others: 

*'$■ I have many questions that I 
would like answered. I’ve put this request in 
writing because I want serious, thoughtful 
answers to my questions so that I can make 
informed, and hopefully better, decisions 
about where HIV prevention dollars are 
spent in this city. 

Here they are: 

1. If the Department of Public Health al¬ 
ready has three mental health service divi¬ 
sions and three substance abuse service di¬ 
visions under its umbrella then why does 
the Planning Council fund agencies to du¬ 
plicate these already abundant and available 
services? Why not refer them? 

2. If an agency (including DPH-run 
agencies) receives prevention dollars then I 
expect them to be accountable for those 
dollars. Here is the minimum I expect from 
each agency: I)’A current comprehensive 
organizational flow chart including board 
members; 2) Annual budget with simplified 
financial breakdown of how monies are al¬ 
located within the organization including 
salaries, office/equipment expense, external 
revenues, and other budget related items; 3) 
An organizational mandate with a mission- 
driven five-year plan on how the agency an¬ 
ticipates meeting client needs; 4) Who are 
the individuals Served? How are they 
served? Please quantify in real numbers of 
people and not statistics or percentages. If 
this information already exists I’d appreci¬ 


ate seeing it in a reader-friendly format. If 
it doesn’t exist — why doesn’t it exist? 
Hopefully having this information readily 
available to council members and to the 
public will create some trust that I feel does¬ 
n’t currently exist in light of the NTFAP fi¬ 
asco and the AIDS Foundations lack of full 
disclosure. 

3. Since we spent 2.4 million prevention 
dollars on HIV risk assessment, testing, 
and counseling, and another one mil¬ 
lion on Individual Risk Reduction 
Counseling, I’d appreciate knowing 
quantitatively what we got for our 
$3.4 million investment? How 
many individuals did these 15 
funded agencies test in 1997 and 
how many tested positive 
from the actual number 
tested? Why is there only 
one agency (AMP) which 
is funded to train pre- 
and post-test counselors? We spent $90,000 
to train new counselors and update the 
skills of experienced counselors —- how 
many new counselors are trained per year? 
What criteria is used to select who will be 
eligible for a slot in these rare counselor 
trainings? I’d appreciate the date, time and 
location of trainings for the remainder of 
1998 so 1 can refer people who are interest¬ 
ed. 

4. Why aren’t people who test positive 
(or who are currently HIV-positive) imme¬ 
diately screened for hidden STDs or for par¬ 
asites to identify and clear these infections? 
I’m not a doctor or a rocket scientist but it 
seems like inexpensive, basic prevention 
within the medical model? Seems like an 
easy referral from test site to DPH’s STD 


Prevention 8c Control division? 

5. Could someone please tell me exactly 
what our $350,000 investment in the De¬ 
tuned Assay was to accomplish? What “Pre¬ 
vention” outcomes are expected from this? 
Same with the $300,000 for the PEP exper¬ 
iment? I guess it just confuses me that so 
much money is spent op “theoretical” pre¬ 
vention and yet only $150,000 is allocated 
for condoms? I mean, we’ve spent $750,000 
to evaluate the programs — which is five 
times what we spend for condoms in this 
city! What are those evaluations telling us? 

This is really bad. 

6. Could someone please give 
me a breakdown of the 
$270,000 that was spent on 
“media.” What did we get 
for this money? 

7.1 question the logic 
in prioritizing prevention 
dollars by BRP — Behav¬ 
ioral Risk Population, when over 90 percent 
of new infections in San Francisco are gay 
or bisexual men or injection drug users 
(IDUs). The money should be allocated to 
agencies doing prevention interventions 
that have a proven track record and work 
and not to unproven prevention theories 
and certainly not to something as convolut¬ 
ed ^ incidence rates (number of estimated 
new HIV infections for each BRP divided 
by the total estimated number of new in¬ 
fections in San Francisco in a 12 month pe¬ 
riod). What??? Why don’t we just pick a 
number out of the air and save everyone’s 
time? It would be just as reliable, as far as 
I’m concerned. Maybe we need to be open 
as to how other planning counsels are pri¬ 
oritizing their prevention dollars? ▼ 
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SSI = Still Substandard Income 

I am so happy for Gov. Wilson. He has given himself

my yearly income. I am a disabled PWA who receives SSI. 
Excepting the last cost of living rise given by the federal 
government, Wilson has always seen fit to reduce the state 
contribution by a sum equal to the cost of living raise the 
federal government has judged necessary for our sur¬ 
vival. My yearly income is now more than $4,000 below 
poverty level. It is years since Wilson has condescended to 
allow us any cost of living raise in income. I’m so happy 
he’ll have such a fat retirement income when he leaves 
office, so happy that having denied us any respite for so 
long that he will have as a raise alone what is more than 
five years of my income. 

And think of the lovely prison he can build with 
that billion dollar “windfall.”

Caution — Cruising area ahead 

Can’t we please stop bashing ourselves? 

Unlike Mr. Ambrunn [Mailstrom 4/23/98 — 
“United against violins”], I sympathize with the guy 
who was attacked at the windmills [“Carloads of teens 
terrorize gay man near G.G. Park windmills,” April 8]. 
How sad that he is so indoctrinated with straight 
morality that he can offer no support to someone 
whose life was possibly in danger. 

How straight of you, Mr. Ambrunn, to use chil¬ 
dren as a reason to say that some gay men should give 
up one little patch of Golden Gate Park. The children 
of this city have the use of every open space imagin¬ 
able. 

Our few traditional areas, where one might make 
outdoor contacts, are under attack in recent 
years, with the marauding of habitats and 
I the habitues. 

In addition, the straight adults have 
every inch of this city to use for public 
displays of affection & foreplay and any 
and all activities they wish to pursue. 
But once again, we gay men are sup¬ 
posed to hide our affections for each 
other especially in public. I do not see 
anything served by “out of sight, out of mind” or 
“don’t ask & don’t tell!” 

I would say to Mr. Ambrunn that “When the rest 
of the world offers me equal respect and I no longer 
have to be in fear of using a few small areas of the 
parks that I help to maintain, worry about children 
might be the most important issue”. As a native San 
Franciscan, I know that the use of parks, alleys, toi¬ 
lets, and other public places to cruise has been hap¬ 
pening for over a century and a half and will contin¬ 
ue to happen as it seems to be a part of many men’s 
sexuality. So, at times, even sex may occur, or a long¬ 
term lover perhaps discovered. Who knows where one 
will meet a new friend? 

To Mr. Ambrunn’s question, “Why (do) men have 
public sex less than ten yards away from children?” I 
would ask, “Why is there no outdoor spot in Golden 
Gate Park, or elsewhere, that can be used by gay men 
without fear or harassment?” gay cruising at the 
windmills was happening long before the explosion 
in soccer events. I would like to have an area with 
signs that tell any visitors that they will encounter be¬ 
havior that may be new to them and information 
about why it is important for all to be able to enjoy 
the outdoors. I for one would have experienced less 
bashing in my 40 fours years in this city, if children 
were taught that gay affection is not dirty, wrong, evil, 
or “against god’s will.” 

The city of Copenhagen, Denmark has a park that 
is used by all citizens and at the same time is known 
to be a place of gay cruising and possible sexual en¬ 
counters. That park is full of a variety of families, (2 
dads, 2 moms, and typical). One result is that those 
children learn to respect people who are different and 
that those differences need to be supported and re¬ 
spected. Those children know that adult, consensual 
sex is healthy and good, not something to fear. 

I also take offense at Mr. Ambrunn’s description 
of a man who was in fear for his life as, “cowering in 
the tall grass like a frightened caribou.” Are you a 
hunter? You seem to infer that the violence of a gang 
of ignorant thugs is more acceptable than a gay man 
seeking to connect in an environment of his own 
choosing. You are blaming the victim and you cer¬ 
tainly have no compassion for a fellow individual who 
was doing nothing wrong! 

I know that cruising certain areas of any big city 
has its risks and that one needs to stay informed and 
alert, but that does not give ignorant teenagers the 
right to harass or physically hurt people.

Dogging dogma 

In the words of St. Thomas Aquinas, “We must 
love them both, those whose opinions we share and 
those whose opinions we reject. For both have la¬ 
bored in the search for truth, and both have helped 
us in the finding of it.” 

Eloquently stated. Easy in theory. 

Difficult in execution. 

The week before Easter, at a conference of 1,400 
evangelical political activists (capitalizing on the hol¬ 
iday and its themes of atonement and resurrection), 
the Reverend D. James Kennedy, bathed in the colors 
of our nation’s flag, set new guidelines to “reclaim 
America for Christ” — guidelines necessitated by the 
distancing of the Republican party platform from 
that of the religious right. To enact their vision of so¬ 
cial reform, instead of centering their considerable at¬ 
tention and dollars on national elections, the focus 
shifts to a more grassroots level of activity. By win¬ 
ning election to school boards and city councils, by 
picketing abortion clinics and cities with liberal poli¬ 
cies regarding homosexuality, “God’s will for this na¬ 
tion will be done.” “God’s will,” at least in their ver¬ 
sion, ends the right of women to control their bodies, 
institutes forced prayer in our public schools, and 
throws the gay community back to a position of ju¬ 
dicial invisibility. 

Did the Christians somehow win a monopoly on 
God? They should have told me. to “reclaim Ameri¬ 
ca for Christ” infers that America is a Christian na¬ 
tion. We are not. My God’s will certainly differs from 
theirs. Our country was founded on principles of 
both religious freedoirrand religious plurality. No one 
should be subjected to the standards, beliefs, and in¬ 
terpretations of any one religion. 

Another speaker at the convention, Edward 
Marcinski, noted “the laws (of the United States) have 
nothing to do with the laws of the Creator.” He will 
forgive having his words used to his own disadvan¬ 
tage, but Mr. Marcinski, with this statement, explains 
the founding principle behind the first amendment 
to our Constitution? Separation of church and state is 
in place to protect both entities. It shields government 
from religious interference, and it preserves religion 
from governmental interference — equally protect¬ 
ing the dogmas of each. Freedom of religion allows 
Marcinski, Kennedy, and me to believe whatever we 
choose to believe. We are free to find God whatever 
God we choose. We are also free to not find God at 
all. These are private decisions, though, coming from 
within all of us as individual, intelligent, thinking 
men and women. 

No one group (Christians, African-Americans, ho¬ 
mosexuals, Buddhists, Asians, Jews, atheists, etc.) is 
truly free until freedom is relinquished to all. Christ¬ 
ian conservatives preoccupied with converting the 
rest of us to their own personal beliefs must realize 
that, fundamentally, the principles and themes of all 
religions are universal and very closely parallel the 
principles and themes of humanity in general. Ideas 
of compassion, trust, and love for all people abound. 
All of us, as responsible adults, must learn that unity 
and diversity can peacefully coexist. We must learn 
the basic difference between tolerance and accep¬ 
tance. It benefits no one to preach fear and sepa¬ 
ratism. Enlightenment comes from education — 
knowledge of all cultures and all religions. 

Benjamin Franklin and Thomas Jefferson realized 
all of these details almost two-and-a-half centuries 
ago and mercifully, thankfully, incorporated them 
into The Constitution of the Unites States through 
our Bill of Rights. 

For this, we should all thank God — in whatever 
form he (or she) takes in our own particular, separate 
lives.

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Unbeatable Boxer? 



Liberal lead: Senator Barbara Boxer

alifornia’s junior U.S. sena¬ 
tor, Barbara Boxer, at the 
top of the GOP hit list not 
so long ago, now appears to be the 
early favorite not only in next 
month’s open primary but also 
November’s general election. 
Boxer, a former county supervisor 
and House member from Marin, 
was first elected to the U.S. Senate 
along with Dianne Feinstein in 
1992. She built a reputation in 
Washington as being so liberal 
that it appeared unlikely she could 
ever get re-elected — even in Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

However, as in 1992, the Re¬ 
publican Party appears about to 
nominate a candidate, in this case 
multimillionaire San Diego busi¬ 
nessman Darrell Issa, so far to 
the political right that even Re¬ 
publicans (particularly pro-choice 
women) shy away from him. 
When California state Treasurer 
Matt Fong, a political moderate, 
first entered the race for his 
party’s nomination to oppose 
Boxer, many political analysts and 
writers around the state felt that 
he would prove a strong oppo¬ 
nent. Indeed, even some Democ¬ 
ratic strategists felt that Fong 
might unseat Boxer in the general 
election. 

According to the latest 
Field Poll, however, the 
right-wing Issa, who’s 
spent millions on televi¬ 
sion ads, is now leading 
all GOP contenders and 
will likely face off 
against Boxer in No¬ 
vember. This is 
good news for 
the senator, 
particularly 
since Issa’s 
well-known pro-life views make 
his candidacy unacceptable to 
many Republican women. These 
same women may turn to Boxer 
because of her long support of a 
woman’s right to choose. Since 
approximately 58 percent of reg¬ 
istered California voters are 
women, the abortion issue could 
be pivotal. 

While the poll shows that one- 
fifth or 20 percent of the state’s 
registered voters are still undecid¬ 
ed as to which candidate to sup¬ 
port come June 2, the poll also 
shows Boxer with a very solid 43 
percent, placing her comfortably 
ahead of her GOP opponents. Issa 
and Fong trail with 18 percent 
and 14 percent, respectively. 

With less than four weeks to 
go, and Issa continuing to buy 
huge chunks of television time, 
few political consultants feel that 
Fong can overtake him. This 
makes Issa Boxer’s nemesis in No¬ 
vember. Interestingly enough, the 
Field Poll reveals Fong as a some¬ 
what stronger opponent vis-a-vis 
Boxer. In head-to-head match¬ 
ups with her Republican chal¬ 
lengers, Barbara Boxer beats Issa 
48 percent to 39 percent, but only 
racks up 47 percent to Fong’s 41. 

Senator Boxer’s numbers for 
the June 2 open primary, where 
you can vote for any candidate re¬ 
gardless of your party affiliation, 
look so good because she is 
pulling a strong 72 percent of the 
Democratic vote, as well as an im¬ 
pressive 14 percent of the Repub¬ 
lican vote. As a result of the latest 
Field Poll, as well as a couple of 
other recent ones, observers in 
both major parties feel that re¬ 
gardless of who becomes the Re¬ 
publican nominee next month, 
the U.S. Senate race in November 
is now Barbara Boxer’s to lose. 


Politics and people 

The New York Times, in a 
front-page story last week on 
women in politics, called Dianne 
Feinstein “the most popular 
politician in California.” Few, I be¬ 
lieve, would disagree with that. 
Look for DiFi to endorse Rep. 

Jane Harman soon in 
a big way. In addition, 
the respected senior 
senator is said to be 
ready to “go all out” 
to help Barbara 
Boxer retain her seat. 
Ms. Feinstein was 
also featured in 
a Los Angeles 
Times inter¬ 
view in which 
she stated that 
while she loves her job in the U.S. 
Senate, she has had second 
thoughts about not entering the 
governor’s race. “You try to say, 
‘Well, I’ll put it all behind me,’ but 
it’s not easy to do,” Feinstein con¬ 
fided, adding that “it’s hard all of a 
sudden when you’re a bystander.” 
A little late to be thinking that way 
now, Senator, especially when all 
your party faithful were begging 
you to jump in not so long ago. 

From D.C. comes word that 
openly gay attorney Todd Dick¬ 
inson, a former SF resident who 
was active in the gay/lesbian 
movement here, has been nomi¬ 
nated by President Bill Clinton to 
be deputy assistant secretary and 
deputy commissioner of the 
Patent and Trademark Office at 
the Department of Commerce. 

From Hollywood, the good 
news is “and baby makes four!” It 
seems that one of my favorite per¬ 
formers, rocker Melissa 
Etheridge, and partner Julie 
Cypher are expecting their sec¬ 
ond child in November. Cypher 
gave birth to a girl in February last 
year. 

In South Carolina, the bad 
news is that last week a high 
school principal canceled a free 
concert by the Grammy Award¬ 
winning Indigo Girls after some 
parents complained about the 
singers’ sexual orientation. A 
spokesperson for Irmo High 
School in Irmo explained that the 
May 7 concert was canceled be¬ 
cause of protests that were “polar¬ 
izing” the community. The duo of 
Amy Ray and Emily Saliers, 
who will be featured in this sum¬ 
mer’s Lilith Fair concerts, are cur¬ 
rently on a three-week tour of 
U.S. colleges and high schools. 

Former Santa Clara County 
Supervisor Ron Gonzales, a De¬ 


mocrat, and San Jose Council- 
woman Pat Dando.a Republican, 
are locked in an increasingly nasty 
race for the mayoralty of San Jose. 
Many are predicting that Dando 
will become that city’s first GOP 
mayor in years. 

Here in Baghdad by the Bay, a 
few of those supposedly in the 
know are telling me that Clint 
Reilly is “damned serious” about 
a run at Willie Brown’s job. Are 
you reading this Leland Yee, An¬ 
gela Alioto, and, yes, even 
Quentin Kopp? 

The future’s looking none too 
rosy for presidential wannabe 
Governor Pete Wilson. The lat¬ 
est Field Poll shows the governor 
with a sorry 47 percent job ap¬ 
proval rating, down from 49 per¬ 
cent only a month ago. Ironically, 
the state’s economy is in better 
shape now than it has been in 
years. Wilson’s low marks stand in 
stark contrast to President Clin¬ 
ton’s high ones here (well above 
60 percent). Perhaps that beach¬ 
front property in San Diego with 
the wraparound porch is starting 
to look a bit more tempting to our 
guv ? 

As for Mr. Clinton, I’ve said 
this before — and I stand by it. 
Despite his unusually high job 
performance ratings (as opposed 
to his really low personal ratings), 
I believe that dark days lie ahead 
for William Jefferson Clinton, and 
I’m sorry to say that because I 
have always been a Clinton sup¬ 
porter. However, I’m convinced 
that Special Prosecutor Kenneth 
Starr has something — in fact, 
plenty — on the president, and 
you can bet that he will gleefully 
spill the beans at the most oppor¬ 
tune moment for himself. 

Alabama Governor Fob 
James (R) will sign legislation 
this week making same-sex mar¬ 
riages in that state illegal, as well 
as refusing to recognize those 
unions performed in other states. 

Incidentally, if I were a Repub¬ 
lican (and I’m damned sure not), 

I would be voting for Dennis 
peron on June 2 over Dan 
“Preacher Man” Lungren. Hell, 
that’s a no-brainer!

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Reggie continues to preach bigotry

T he media continues to fol¬ 
low Green Bay Packer Reg¬ 
gie White after his March 25 
statement to the Wisconsin State 
Legislature, in which he com¬ 
pared gay people to “liars, 
cheaters and backstabbers.” On 
an April 27 20/20 interview he 
claims to “hate the sin/love the 
sinner,” while his wife accuses 
CBS Sports of dumping White 
because of pressure from some¬ 
thing called “the sodomite com¬ 
munity.” 

White also stated that in call¬ 
ing homosexuality a sin he is 
“speaking out against things that 
are hurting our children, and 
killing off our people. If people 
think that’s a contradiction and 
that’s hate, they need to take it up 
with God.” 

On April 24, the Wall Street 
Journal claimed “Minister White 
is in fact in big trouble for having 
said, ‘Homosexuality is a deci¬ 
sion, not a race,”’ ignoring his as¬ 
sertion that tolerance of gay peo¬ 
ple was harmful to America or his 
comparison of gay people to 
“liars, cheaters and backstabbers.” 

Greg Cote in the April 27 
Miami Herald provided a differ¬ 
ent perspective, saying, “Disap¬ 
pear, Reggie White.” Cote says, 
“Reggie White has shamed him¬ 
self. Worse, he has shamed that 
which he would wrongly hold be¬ 
fore him as a shield: His religion.” 

White is using attacks on the 
gay community to influence po¬ 
litical issues by speaking before 
the Wisconsin Legislature. In ad¬ 
dition, White is currently joining 
anti-gay radical religious groups 
in an attempt to repeal a non-dis¬ 
crimination ordinance which 


protects people from being fired 
or thrown out of theirs home 
simply on the basis of their sexu¬ 
al orientation. In the United 
States, something called the Sep¬ 
aration of Church and State al¬ 
lows White to hold his divisive 
and ignorant views, however dis¬ 
appointing and destructive they 
may be. 

Many people of faith, in¬ 
cluding Coretta Scott King and 
Rev. Jesse Jackson, disagree 
with White. Yet White 
not only believes his 
view of God is the only 
right view, he seems to 
feel it is a justification 
to deny basic human 
rights to gay people. 

Ask the Wall Street 
Journal why they 
glossed over the issue 
in their commentary and com¬ 
mend the Miami Herald for call¬ 
ing White on his hypocrisy. Also, 
ask Nike and S.C. Johnson & Son 
why they continue to subsidize 
White’s political campaign 
against gay people through their 
sponsorship of him.

Four lesbians featured in 
Congressional Quarterly 

The April 25 Congressional 
Quarterly features an article on 
four lesbians who are currently 
vying for seats in the U.S. House 
of Representatives. “There has 
never been a woman in Congress 
who has publicly stated she is gay. 
In fact, there has never been a gay 
candidate, male or female, elect¬ 
ed as a non-incumbent,” it says. 

“With candidates such as [for¬ 
mer Massachusetts state Rep. 
Susan] Tracy, who is running for 
the open seat of retiring Democ¬ 
ratic Rep. Joseph P. Kennedy II, 
that could soon change.... In the 
current political climate, where 
many Americans seem to draw 
distinctions between politicians’ 
public lives and their private 
ones, some observers say sexual 
orientation may not matter on 
the campaign trail as much as it 
once did.” 

Still, opponents sometimes 
use sexual orientation as a wedge 
tactic, it notes. The other three 
openly lesbian candidates men¬ 
tioned in the article are Wiscon¬ 
sin State Rep. Tammy Baldwin, 
San Diego City Councilwoman 
Christine Kehoe, and retired 


Army Col. Margarethe Cammer- 
meyer. 

“As gay and lesbian candidates 
become more well-known and 
increasingly win their parties’ 
nomination, it is likely that grass¬ 
roots conservatives will become 
involved in trying to defeat 
them,” it says. “With term limits 
forcing state and local legislators 
out of office at a faster clip, 
though, it is likely that more gay 
elected officials will run for Con¬ 
gress in the coming cycles. With 
the support of [gay political ad¬ 
vocacy] groups and a patchwork 
of other politically active blocs, 
Tracy hopes the public is ready to 
make history.”

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Jim Gabbert sex 
harassment case settled

ormer KOFY-TV station 
owner Jim Gabbert has 
agreed to an out-of-court 
settlement with a former station 
employee who sued over alleged 
sexual harassment. 

The undisclosed cash settle¬ 
ment, reached between Gabbert 
and Roger Mele, a former KOFY 
traffic coordinator, abruptly 
ended a San Francisco Superior 
Court civil court trial on the 
charges. 

As a part of the settlement 
Gabbert will also drop existing lit¬ 
igation against attorney Paul Wot- 
man, which he had filed over the 
gay lawyer’s litigation of the case. 

Before the settlement ended 
the lawsuit, Dr. Edward Hyman, a 
clinical and forensic psychologist, 
testified that Mele suffered serious 
psychological problems consistent 
with his claims. Hyman, an expert 
witness who has testified in thou¬ 
sands of court cases, told the jury 
seated before Superior Court 
Judge Diane Wick that Mele also 
suffered a long-standing condi¬ 
tion known as dependent person¬ 
ality disorder. 

Hyman testified under cross- 
examination by attorney Joe 
Schwacter that he was not present 
to tell the jury whether the allega¬ 
tions of sexual harassment “are 
accurate or not,” but to explain 
what “is psychologically going on 
with Mr. Mele.” 

If I’d done an assessment of 
Mr. Gabbert, I could tell what was 
going on with Mr. Gabbert,” 
Hyman said. 

According to Hyman, Mele 
was not malingering or exaggerat¬ 
ing his problems, but felt trapped 
and threatened, was worried and 
agitated, responded with anxiety 
and nervousness, and had grown 
isolated and withdrawn as a result 
of the alleged sexual harassment 
he experienced on his first job in 
the television industry. 

“He felt he was faring well, 
doing good things and he was 
very upset that the feedback he 
was getting was about what his 
boss would like to do with him 
sexually,” Hyman said. 

The expert testified at the con¬ 
clusion of Mele’s direct examina¬ 
tion by his attorney Paul Wotman, 
and cross examination by 
Schwacter, a partner in the man-

agement defense firm of Littler, 
Mendleson. 

Not pleased 

Mele, a graduate of Boston 
University with a degree in mass 
communications, began working 
for the independent station as a 
traffic coordinator in 1991, quit in 
1993, but returned to the station 
in 1994. He quit again in 1995 and 
later filed suit against Gabbert. 

Mele, 29, testified that he his 
first met Gabbert while they were 
passing on a stairwell at the sta¬ 
tion and that he felt Gabbert was 
“leering at me.” 

“I got weird energy, weird 
vibes,” Mele told the jury. 

He said that shortly after their 
meeting, Gabbert “kept looking 
over at” him as another employee 
in Mele’s work area had a conver¬ 
sation with Gabbert. 

“I thought it was odd,” he tes¬ 
tified. “When he left, [the co¬ 
worker] said, ‘Oh, he likes you, he 
never comes in here.’” 

Mele alleged that the first inci¬ 
dent of harassment occurred dur¬ 
ing a 1991 Halloween party when 
Gabbert came in the office wear¬ 
ing a utility belt he used when 
working on the television station’s 
tower and looped it around Mele’s 
body so they were touching. 

“He said, ‘I’d like to ride your 
pole,”’ Mele testified. 

Mele said he felt embarrassed 
by Gabbert’s act, that it had hap¬ 
pened in front of other people, 
and that he was concerned co¬ 


workers might think that he en¬ 
couraged the behavior in some 
way. “I was not pleased to be in 
that situation,” he said. 

In other situations, Mele told 
the jury that Gabbert grabbed his 
butt, and that while on a resort 
trip with other KOFY workers 
Gabbert came into his cabin and 
suddenly threw Mele’s legs up in 
the air. 

“I felt so nervous. He touched 
my crotch. I didn’t want it to be 
happening. I was struggling to get 
away. I was getting really ner¬ 
vous,” Mele said. 

In addition, Mele alleged, Gab¬ 
bert frequently discussed his sex 
life and sexual characteristic of 
others, and repeatedly asked Mele 
to have an affair — allegedly even 
offering offered him inducements 
such as “$50,000 or a Jeep Chero¬ 
kee,” 

“I felt like I was being target¬ 
ed,” Mele said.

Mele also recounted an inci¬ 
dent in a hot tub at Gabbert’s 
Russian River residence in 1993, 
where Mele alleged he had been 
forcibly restrained and stripped of 
his boxer shorts while a friend of 
Gabbert’s briefly performed oral 
sex on him against his will — and 
that Gabbert also started to “feel 
me up” and attempted to fellate 
him. 

“I didn’t want him to do that 
to me. There was just no way,” 
Mele said. “I was devastated. It 
was an appalling act. 

“I hit him with my right hand 
and he slipped on the edge of the 
hot tub and went under the water. 
He came out and his hair was all 
tousled.” 

Mele testified that Gabbert 
told him after the incident that 
“nothing happened.” He said 
under cross-examination that he 
felt no sexual attraction for the in¬ 
dividual who had his mouth on 
Mele’s penis, did not remember 
being alone in the hot tub with 
him, and denied that the two had 
started a sexual encounter when 
they were alone in the tub. 

“Isn’t it true that after the hot 
tub incident, you asked Mr. Gab¬ 
bert for a raise?” Schwacter asked 
Mele. 

Mele testified that he wasn’t 
expecting the raise, didn’t remem¬ 
ber asking for it, and that when

enes aren’t everything! 

From a “born-that-way” 

advocate like myself, that 
may seem like a surprising admis¬ 
sion, but it’s true: for most aspects 
of our psychological make-up, in¬ 
cluding our sexual orientation, 
genes are no more than about half 
the reason why we end up the way 
we do. So what else is involved? 

One possible factor that’s been 
looked at is birth order. MIT psy¬ 
chologist Frank Sulloway, who 
created quite a stir with his 1996 
book Born To Rebel, believes that 
early- and late-born children de¬ 
velop in fundamentally different 
ways, because they are exposed to 
different family dynamics. Early- 
born children, he says, tend to be 
ambitious defenders of the status 
quo, while late-born children have 
to carve out their own niche, often 
developing an unorthodox or cre¬ 
ative personality inthe process. 

If Sulloway is right, one might 
expect gay people to be later-born, 
for homosexuality is certainly un¬ 
orthodox, at least in our society, 
and gay people are often credited 
with being unusually creative. The 
question of gay people’s birth 
order had been studied extensive¬ 
ly-by Ray Blanchard and Tony Bo- 
gaert at the Clarke Institute of Psy-

chiatry in Toronto. From their re¬ 
views of previous scientific litera¬ 
ture, as well as from a number of 
studies they have carried out 
themselves, they conclude that 
there is indeed a connection be¬ 
tween birth order and sexual ori¬ 
entation, but their interpretation 
of this finding is quite different 
from what one might expect. 

Their basic finding is that, in 
a large number of studies, gay 
men are on average slightly later- 
born than straight men. Male-to- 
female transsexuals, as well as 
gender-nonconformist boys (who 
will probably become gay men), 
are even more likely to be late- 
born. Lesbians, on the other hand, 
have the same average birth-order 
position as heterosexual women. 

Looking more carefully at the 
data for gay men, Blanchard and 
Bogaert observed that their rela¬ 
tively late birth order was due to 
an excess of older brothers, rather 
than older sisters. In fact, for every 
older brother a boy has, his 
chances of becoming gay are in¬ 
creased by about 33 percent. But 
since the prevalence of male ho¬ 
mosexuality is only about four 
percent, a boy would have to have 
at least 11 older brothers before he 
had even a 50:50 chance of be¬ 
coming gay. So the birth-order ef¬ 
fect is really quite a weak one. 

Sulloway himself has noted the 
connection between birth order 
and male sexual orientation. In 
his book, he suggests that later- 
born boys are freer to experiment 
sexually, and that this may lead 
them to experience homosexual 
attractions that their older broth¬ 
ers never discover. 


It certainly true that, in many 
cultures, the oldest son is more 
strongly pressured toward mar¬ 
riage and fatherhood than 
younger sons. But, against Sul- 
loway’s interpretation, there is 
good evidence that experimenta¬ 
tion with gay sex during the for¬ 
mative years has no influence on a 
person’s ultimate sexual orienta¬ 
tion. For example, a 1994 British 
study found that boys who attend 
all-boys boarding schools engage 
in more same-sex experimenta¬ 
tion than other boys, but are no 
more likely to be gay in adulthood. 

Blanchard and Bogaert have 
proposed a quite different, bio¬ 
logical interpretation. They sug¬ 
gest that women who are carrying 
a male fetus are exposed to pro¬ 
teins or other substances, pro¬ 
duced by the fetus, that are specif¬ 
ic to males.

Second ‘Great Sweep’ 
this Saturday

V, t isn’t only the free brooms 
|| that organizers are depending 
II upon. 

Backers of the second “Great 
Sweep” this Saturday, May 9 are 
also relying on civic pride to 
prompt thousands of San Francis¬ 
cans to join the litter clean-up day 
from one end of town to the other. 

This event follows the first 
Great Sweep in November, when 
10,000 citizens took part. Mayor 
Willie Brown, who has been be¬ 
hind both volunteer-driven ef¬ 
forts, noted that even in one of 
the most beautiful cities in the 
world, tons of litter “is carelessly 
disposed of on city streets” and 
has urged citizens to come on out 
and pitch in. 

Openly gay San Francisco In¬ 
ternational Airport employee Dan 
Seaver is the district captain in the 
Castro. Seaver, who was recently 
in the predominantly gay neigh¬ 
borhood encouraging people to' 
take part in the event, told the 
B.A.R. that the key to volunteer¬ 
ing for the Great Sweep II is call¬ 
ing ahead; people who sign in 
once they show up will be eligible 
to win raffle prizes, but nobody 
will walk away empty-handed. 

“People get to keep the brooms 
and gloves,” Seaver said, and of 


course, “trash bags will be provided.” 

From 9 a.m. to 1 p.m., the side¬ 
walks and streets should be on 
their way to becoming cleaner. 
Other openly gay officials helping 
in District 8 (which includes the 
Castro) are Treasurer Susan Leal, 
Airport Director John Martin, 
HIV/AIDS Policy Advisor Dick 
Pabich, and mayoral aide Michael 
Colbruno, Seaver added. The city¬ 
wide event is a joint effort between 
the Department of Public Works 
and Norcal Solid Waste Systems. 

The mayor was extremely 
pleased with th^turnout last fall at 
the first Great Sweep, and is ex¬ 
pecting nothing less this time 
around. “Taking individual re¬ 
sponsibility for the sparkling city 
that we call home is what the Great 
Sweep is all about,” the mayor stat¬ 
ed in a flyer promoting the event. 
“I didn’t know what to expect in 
the early morning hours of the first 
Great Sweep. Would I be standing 
alone in the fog with my broom 
and dustpan? The answer came 
from every corner of the city, a re¬ 
sounding ‘No!’” The huge show of 
public support resulted in gutters 
being swept, as well as lots of litter 
being picked up.

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: FORTOVASE is indicated for use in combination with other antiretroviral agents 
for the treatment of HIV infection. This indication is based on a study that showed a reduction in both mor¬ 
tality and AIDS-defining clinical events for patients who received INVIRASE® (saquinavir mesylate) in com¬ 
bination with HIVID® (zalcitabine) compared to patients who received either HMD or INVIRASE alone. This 
indication is also based on studies that showed increased saquinavir concentrations and improved antiviral 
activity for FORTOVASE 1200 mg tid compared to INVIRASE 600 mg tid. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS: FORTOVASE is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity 
to saquinavir or to any of the components contained in the capsule. 

FORTOVASE should not be administered concurrently with terfenadine, cisapride, astemizole, triazolam, 
midazolam or ergot derivatives, because competition for CYP3A by saquinavir could result in inhibition of 
the metabolism of these drugs and create the potential for serious and/or life-threatening reactions such as 
cardiac arrhythmias or prolonged sedation (see PRECAUTIONS: Drug Interactions). 

WARNINGS: New onset diabetes mellitus, exacerbation of pre-existing diabetes mellitus and hyperglycemia 
have been reported during postmarketing surveillance in HIV-infected patients receiving protease-inhibitor 
therapy. Some patients required either initiation or dose adjustments of insulin or oral hypoglycemic agents 
for the treatment of these events. In some cases diabetic ketoacidosis has occurred. In those patients who 
discontinued protease-inhibitor therapy, hyperglycemia persisted in some cases. Because these events have 
been reported voluntarily during clinical practice, estimates of frequency cannot be made and a causal rela¬ 
tionship between protease-inhibitor therapy and these events has not been established. 

PRECAUTIONS: General: If a serious or severe toxicity occurs during treatment with FORTOVASE, 
FORTOVASE should be interrupted until the etiology of the event is identified or the toxicity resolves. At that 
time, resumption of treatment with full-dose FORTOVASE may be considered. 

Preliminary results from a pharmacokinetic substudy of NV15182 from patients sampled between weeks 
61 to 69 of treatment showed that the mean saquinavir AUC was lower than the week 3 mean AUC from 
study NV15107. However, the mean AUC of saquinavir at week 61 to 69 remained higher than the mean 
AUC of INVIRASE in study NV15107 (see complete product information, CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Phar¬ 
macokinetics). The clinical significance of this finding is unknown. 

Hepatic Insufficiency: Saquinavir is principally metabolized by the liver. Therefore, caution should be exer¬ 
cised when administering FORTOVASE to patients with hepatic insufficiency since patients with baseline 
liver function tests >5 times the upper limit of normal were not included in clinical studies. Although a 
causal relationship has not been established, there have been reports of exacerbation of chronic liver dys¬ 
function, including portal hypertension, in patients with underlying hepatitis B or C, cirrhosis or other 
underlying liver abnormalities. 

Hemophilia: There have been reports of spontaneous bleeding in patients with hemophilia A and B treated 
with protease inhibitors. In some patients additional factor VIII was required. In the majority of reported 
cases treatment with protease inhibitors was continued or restarted. A causal relationship between 
protease-inhibitor therapy and these episodes has not been established. 

Resistance/Cross-resistance: Varying degrees of cross-resistance among protease inhibitors have 
been observed. Continued administration of saquinavir therapy following loss of viral suppression may 
increase the likelihood of cross-resistance to other protease inhibitors (see complete product information, 
MICROBIOLOGY). 

Information for Patients: Patients should be informed: (1) Any change from INVIRASE to FORTOVASE 
should be made only under the supervision of a physician; (2) FORTOVASE is not a cure for HIV infection 
and they may continue to contract illnesses associated with advanced HIV infection, including opportunis¬ 
tic infections; (3) FORTOVASE therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others 
through sexual contact or blood contamination; (4) FORTOVASE may interact with some drugs; therefore, 
patients should be advised to report to their physician the use of any other prescription or nonprescription 
medication; (5) FORTOVASE should be taken within 2 hours after a full meal (see complete product infor¬ 
mation, CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics ); (6) Of the importance of taking their medication 
every day, as prescribed, to achieve maximum benefit. Patients should not alter the dose or discontinue 
therapy without consulting their physician. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon 
as possible. However, the patient should not double the next dose; (7) The long-term effects of FORTOVASE 
are unknown at this time; (8) Refrigerated (36° to 46°F 2° to 8°C) capsules of FORTOVASE remain stable 
until the expiration date printed on the label. Once brought to room temperature [at or below 77°F (25°C)], 
capsules should be used within 3 months. 

Laboratory Tests: Clinical chemistry tests should be performed prior to initiating FORTOVASE therapy and 
at appropriate intervals thereafter. Elevated nonfasting triglyceride levels have been observed in patients in 
saquinavir trials. Triglyceride levels should be periodically monitored during therapy. For comprehensive 
information concerning laboratory test alterations associated with use of other antiretroviral therapies, 
physicians should refer to the complete product information for these drugs. 

Drug Interactions: Several drug interaction studies have been completed with both INVIRASE and 
FORTOVASE. Observations from drug interaction studies with INVIRASE may not be predictive for 
FORTOVASE. 

ANTIBIOTICS: Clarithromycin: Coadministration of clarithromycin with FORTOVASE resulted in a 177% 
increase in saquinavir plasma AUC, a 45% increase in clarithromycin AUC and a- 24% decrease in clar¬ 
ithromycin 14-OH metabolite AUC. 

ANTIHISTAMINES: Terfenadine: Coadministration of terfenadine with FORTOVASE resulted in increased ter¬ 
fenadine plasma levels; therefore, FORTOVASE should not be administered concurrently with terfenadine 
because of the potential for serious and/or life-threatening cardiac arrhythmias. Astemizole: Because a sim¬ 
ilar interaction to that seen with terfenadine is likely from the coadministration of FORTOVASE and astemi¬ 
zole, FORTOVASE should not be administered concurrently with astemizole. 

HIV PROTEASE INHIBITORS: Indinavir: Coadministration of indinavir with FORTOVASE (1200-mg single 
dose) resulted in a 364% increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. Nelfinavir: Coadministration of nelfinavir with FORTOVASE 
resulted in an 18% increase in nelfinavir plasma AUC and a 392% increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. 
Currently, there are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. Ritonavir: 
Following approximately 4 weeks of a combination regimen of saquinavir (400 mg or 600 mg bid) and 
ritonavir (400 mg or 600 mg bid) in HIV-infected patients, saquinavir AUC values were at least 17-fold 
greater than historical AUC values from patients who received saquinavir 600 mg tid without ritonavir. 
When used in combination therapy for up to 24 weeks, doses greater than 400 mg bid of either ritonavir 
or saquinavir were associated with an increase in adverse events. Plasma exposures achieved 
with INVIRASE (400 mg bid) and ritonavir (400 mg bid) are similar to those achieved with FORTOVASE 
(400 mg bid) and ritonavir (400 mg bid). 

HIV REVERSE-TRANSCRIPTASE INHIBITORS: No interaction with saquinavir is expected. 

HIV NON-NUCLEOSIDE REVERSE-TRANSCRIPTASE INHIBITORS: Delavirdine: Coadministration of delavir- 
dine with INVIRASE resulted in a 5-fold increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. Currently there are limited 
safety and no efficacy data available from the use of this combination. In a small, preliminary study, 
hepatocellular enzyme elevations occurred in 13% of subjects during the first several weeks of the 
delavirdine and saquinavir combination (6% Grade 3 or 4). Hepatocellular changes should be monitored 
frequently if this combination is prescribed. Nevirapine: Coadministration of nevirapine with INVIRASE 
resulted in a 24% decrease in saquinavir plasma AUC. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy data avail¬ 
able from the use of this combination. 

ANTIFUNGAL AGENTS: Ketoconazole: Coadministration of ketoconazole with INVIRASE resulted in a 130% 
increase in saquinavir plasma AUC.

ANTIMYCOBACTERIAL AGENTS: Rifabutin: Coadministration of rifabutin with INVIRASE (saquinavir 
mesylate) resulted in a 43% decrease in saquinavir plasma. AUC. Physicians should consider using an 
alternative to rifabutin when a patient is taking FORTOVASE. Rifampin: Coadministration of rifampin with 
INVIRASE resulted in an 84% decrease in saquinavir plasma AUC. Physicians should consider using an 
alternative to rifampin when a patient is taking FORTOVASE. 

H 2 ANTAGONISTS: Ranitidine: Little or no change in the pharmacokinetics of INVIRASE was observed when 
coadministered with ranitidine. No significant interaction would be expected between FORTOVASE and 
ranitidine. 

Gl MOTILITY AGENTS: Cisapride: Cisapride should not be administered concurrently with FORTOVASE 
because of the potential for serious and/or life-threatening cardiac arrhythmias. 

Other potential drug interactions that may decrease saquinavir plasma concentrations include: anticonvul¬ 
sants — carbamazepine, phenobarbital, phenytoin; corticosteroids — dexamethasone. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenesis: Carcinogenicity studies in rats 
and mice have not yet been completed. 

Mutagenesis: Mutagenicity and genotoxicity studies, with and without metabolic activation where appropri¬ 
ate, have shown that saquinavir has no mutagenic activity in vitro in either bacterial (Ames test) or mam¬ 
malian cells (Chinese hamster lung V79/HPRT test). Saquinavir does not induce chromosomal damage in 
vivo in the mouse micronucleus assay or in vitro in human peripheral blood lymphocytes and does not 
induce primary DNA damage in vitro in the unscheduled DNA synthesis test. 

Impairment of Fertility: Fertility and reproductive performance were not affected in rats at plasma expo¬ 
sures (AUC values) approximately 50% of those achieved in humans at the recommended dose. 

Pregnancy: Teratogenic Effects: Category B. Reproduction studies conducted with saquinavir in rats have 
shown no embryotoxicity or teratogenicity at plasma exposures (AUC values) approximately 50% of those 
achieved in humans at the recommended dose or in rabbits at plasma exposures approximately 40% of 
those achieved at the recommended clinical dose of FORTOVASE. Distribution studies in these species 
showed that placental transfer of saquinavir is low (less than 5% of maternal plasma concentrations). 
Studies in rats indicated that exposure to saquinavir from late pregnancy through lactation at plasma con¬ 
centrations (AUC values) approximately 50% of those achieved in humans at the recommended dose 
of FORTOVASE had no effect on the survival, growth and development of offspring to weaning. Because 
animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human response, FORTOVASE should only be used 
during pregnancy after taking into account the importance of the drug to the mother. Presently, there are no 
reports of women receiving FORTOVASE in clinical trials who became pregnant. 

Nursing Mothers: The US Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises 
HIV-infected women not to breastfeed to avoid postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may not be 
infected. It is not known whether saquinavir is excreted in human milk. 

Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of FORTOVASE in HIV-infected pediatric patients younger than 
16 years of age have not been established. 

Geriatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of FORTOVASE in HIV-infected geriatric patients older than 65 years 
of age have not been established. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS (see PRECAUTIONS): The safety of FORTOVASE was studied in more than 
500 patients who received the drug either alone or in combination with other antiretroviral agents. 
The majority of treatment-related adverse events were of mild intensity. The most frequently reported 
treatment-emergent adverse events among patients receiving FORTOVASE in combination with other anti¬ 
retroviral agents were diarrhea, nausea, abdominal discomfort and dyspepsia. 

Clinical adverse events of at least moderate intensity which occurred in >2% of patients in studies 
NV15182 and NV15355 are summarized in Table A. The median duration of treatment in studies NV15182 
and NV15355 were 52 and 18 weeks, respectively. In NV15182, more than 300 patients were on treatment 
for approximately 1 year.

tion service. 

Michael Merrill, an accomplice 
in the case, pleaded guilty last year 
to being an accessory to the crime 
and is currently serving a three- 
year state prison sentence. 

Police arrested Parkison at a 
Concord shopping mall in 1996, 
after he paid a second $5,000 fee 
to an undercover police officer 
who posed as a hit man who had 
already strangled Swan. 

The Concord detective showed 
Parkison faked photos of Swan, 
who had cooperated with law en¬ 
forcement officials and posed as a 
murder victim. Other undercover 
officers videotaped the cash pay¬ 
off to the “hit man,” and then ar¬ 
rested Parkison and Merrill. 

Parkison had attempted to 
arrange the murder-for-hire 
through massage therapist em¬ 
ployee Vickie Ramsey, who con¬ 
tacted Concord police. 

In an exclusive Bay Area Re¬ 
porter interview from jail shortly 
after his 1996 arrest, Parkison al¬ 
leged that he was the victim of 
anti-gay East Concord bias, but 
also acknowledged that he “basi¬ 
cally went crazy” and was forced 
to “do something” to protect him¬ 
self from Swan, who he claimed 
was emotionally unstable. 

However, during the East Bay 


trial, veteran Contra Costa Coun¬ 
ty prosecutor Larry Barnes intro¬ 
duced evidence that Parkison had 
taken out a life insurance policy on 
his onetime lover and had even 
tried to collect early death pay¬ 
ments from a viatical insurance 
company — by falsely imperson¬ 
ating the actual policy holder. 
When insurance investigators 
checked out the claim, Parkison 
tried to claim that he had recov¬ 
ered from his close call with death. 

An insult to PWAs 

Parkison’s attorney argued at 
the trial that Ramsey pushed 
Parkison to proceed with hiring a 
killer, and introduced a tape 
recording where Parkison said he 
was no longer interested in hiring 
a hit man and that God would 
deal with Swan. 

Although Parkison’s attorney 
introduced an expert medical wit¬ 
ness paid by the defense, who said 
that frontal lobe brain damage 
causing dementia by infection 
with HIV was the likely cause of 
Parkison’s criminal activity, the 
prosecution rejected the claim. 

While awaiting trial Parkison 
was recharged with soliciting the 
murder-for-hire of witnesses in 
the case, allegedly trying to make 
the arrangements from the Mar¬ 
tinez Detention Center where he 
has been held on $10 million bail 
since his arrest. 

During his closing arguments,

him from hurting himself or oth¬ 
ers. After police shut off the free¬ 
ways just before rush hour, he un¬ 
furled a banner that read,“HMOs 
are in it for the money. Live free, 
love safe, or die.” 

He sat inside the truck patting 
Gladdis, who sat beside him on 
the front seat, until the truck sud¬ 
denly burst into flames, fed by a 
five- gallon container of gasoline 
and Molotov cocktails. 

Jones fled the truck and pulled 
off his burning clothes, then shot 
himself under the chin with the 
shotgun as millions of shocked 
TV viewers watched live on local 
stations and the MSNBC cable 


edged this week that they have de¬ 
nied the requests of some media 
outlets to release the farewell mes¬ 
sage, and said they will return the 
tape to Jones’s family members, 
who do not wish to make it public. 

San Francisco Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden told the 
Bay Area Reporter that she thought 
Jones’s suicide was “horrifying,” 
but that “his cries echo those of 
thousands of Californians.” 

In the two years Migden has 
been a legislator in Sacramento, 
Governor Pete Wilson has ruth¬ 
lessly vetoed attempts to reform 
the HMO situation in California.

“There is a slew of HMO bills 
coming through this year,” she 
said.

channel. Most of the stations that 
broadcast the suicide later apolo¬ 
gized to viewers for the graphic 
nature of the tragedy. 

Investigators found Gladdis’s 
remains inside the truck. 

Jones’s neighbors described 
the hotel maintenance worker as 
polite, and said they were shocked 
he had taken his life so dramati¬ 
cally. 

The message Jones worked so 
hard to bring to others’ attention 
may never get the final airing he 
had envisioned, as the story of his 
death was quickly eclipsed by the 
controversy over whether the sta¬ 
tions that aired the suicide had 
acted responsibly. 

Television stations were 
roundly criticized for exposing 
viewers to the violence of the sui¬ 
cide, particularly those channels 
that had interrupted children’s 
programming to air the standoff 
as it developed. Stations caught in 
the controversy seemed eager to 
move the story out of the spot¬ 
light, and reported on Jones’s mo¬ 
tives reluctantly, if at all, when 
they subsequently became 
known.

port; the California public is unit¬ 
ed, and it’s no longer seen as a De¬ 
mocratic [Party] issue.” 

Among the bills she listed were 
measures that “ensure people can 
have access to specialists and have 
a right to a second opinion, and 
my bill sets up a grievance proce¬ 
dure for people who are dissatis¬ 
fied with their HMO’s mediation 
process.” 

Although many health advo¬ 
cates and activists have blamed 
Wilson’s foot-dragging for the 
continued deterioration of 
healthcare, Migden diplomatical¬ 
ly declined to debate the gover¬ 
nor’s past performance.

But they won’t come soon 
enough to save the lives of Jones 
and his dog. ▼

Barnes told the jury that it must 
render its decision on the factual 
evidence and that verdicts based 
on sympathy or compassion were 
not allowed under California law, 
and he called Parkison’s use of the 
AIDS dementia defense “an in¬ 
sult” to the millions of people suf¬ 
fering from AIDS around the 


world. 

Parkison was diagnosed with 
HIV infection in 1992. In his jail- 
house interview with the Bay Area 
Reporter , he claimed that he was 
not receiving AIDS medication, 
but is currently being treated with 
protease inhibitors. 

Before his arrival in California 


in the early 1990s, Parkison had 
been in trouble with Oklahoma 
State Medical Board authorities 
for violations related to prescrib¬ 
ing controlled substances. He is 
no longer licensed as a physician 
in California. 

Parkison’s sentencing date was 
unavailable as of press time. ▼

TG advocates meet 
with Vacaville warden

arden Ana Ramirez 
Palmer of the California 
Medical Facility (CMF) 
at Vacaville met with members of 
the Ad Hoc Committee for Prison 
Health Care Reform 
(AHCPHCR) Thursday, April 30 
to discuss the conditions of trans¬ 
gender prisoners at the facility. 
This was the first time California 
Department of Corrections 
(CDoC) representatives have met 
with transgender advocates. 

According to transgender ac¬ 
tivist Patricia Kevena Fili, who at¬ 
tended the two-hour meeting, 
“We presented our concerns fully 
yesterday to Warden Ramirez 


Palmer and key members of her 
staff, who listened carefully and 
promised to meet further with us 
to resolve these problems.” 

The meeting was arranged 
after supporters of transgendered 
prisoners sent a letter to Ramirez 
Palmer in January criticizing the 
discriminatory treatment and 
lack of medical care provided to 
transgendered inmates. The letter 
contended that Vacaville does not 
provide appropriate medical or 
mental health programs that ad¬ 
dress the unique needs of trans¬ 
gendered inmates, including ac¬ 
cess to hormone therapy. 

The letter called for dedicated 
housing for transgender prisoners 
and sensitivity training for prison 
staff on transgender issues. An 


AHCPHCR member who is a San 
Francisco police officer has of¬ 
fered to conduct such trainings. 

According to Ramirez Palmer, 
CDoC regulations do not allow 
payment for hormone treatments. 
Members of the AHCPHCR and 
Vacaville representatives discussed 
using outside medical consultants 
to provide hormones, which 
would have to be paid for by pris¬ 
oners or outside advocates, unless 
CDoC rules change. T

Transgenders, intersexed protest GID, IGM

embers of the groups 
111 ! Transsexual Menace and 
Hermaphrodites With Atti¬ 
tude demonstrated-outside the 
headquarters of the American Psy¬ 
chiatric Association in Washington, 
DC, Tuesday, April 21 to protest the 
organization’s failure to condemn 
the psychiatric diagnosis of Gender 
Identity Disorder (GID). 

The diagnosis of GID is some¬ 
times used as a basis for treating 
children who do not conform to 
accepted gender-based behavior 
and appearance. Some children 
have been consigned to psychi¬ 
atric institutions for prolonged 
therapy in an attempt to stop gen¬ 
der-variant behavior and the 
feared development of a gay or 
lesbian sexual identity. 

Some members of the trans¬ 
gender community want to see 
the GID diagnosis abolished, but 
others argue that it is useful for 
transgendered adults who are 
seeking medical approval and in¬ 
surance coverage for hormone 
treatment and sex reassignment 
surgery. 

Last week’s protest was the 
fourth time transgender activists 
have picketed the APA over the 
GID issue, which the organization 
has yet to address. 

On the same day, the two 
groups also picked outside of 
George Washington University 
Hospital, which performs opera¬ 
tions to alter the genitals of inter¬ 


sexed infants and children. The 
surgery, which intersex activists 
refer to as intersex genital mutila¬ 
tion, is done in an attempt to 
make children’s indeterminate 
genitals appear more typically 
male or female. 

Cheryl Chase, founder of Her¬ 
maphrodites with Attitude and 
the Intersex Society of North 
America, estimated that surgery is 
performed on seven intersex in¬ 
fants every working day. Ameri¬ 
can doctors are “telling parents 
they have to do it for the good of 
the infant,” she said, “but mutilat¬ 
ing my genitals wasn’t for my 


good; it was to make the doctors 
and my parents more comfortable 
with my body.” 

After the demonstration, sev¬ 
eral activists visited departments 
at the hospital that perform inter¬ 
sex genital surgery to discuss their 
concerns with medical personnel 
and “to speak for the infants who 
cannot speak for themselves.” 

Both actions took place in con¬ 
junction with National Gender 
Lobby Days, an annual period of 
legislation and activism spon¬ 
sored by a coalition of transgen¬ 
der, intersex, bisexual, lesbian and 
gay organizations. ▼ 


We Ho to create TG non¬ 
discrimination ordinance

T he West Hollywood city council voted unanimously Tuesday, 
April 21 to create an ordinance that protects against discrim¬ 
ination on the basis of gender identity. 

The amendment to the city’s human rights law was proposed by 
Bryan Cook, an aide to city council member John Heilman. The coun¬ 
cil's vote directed the city attorney to draft wording that would change 
the existing ordinance to include gender-based discrimination. 

Several members the area’s transgender community spoke in 
favor of the amendment, with some offering personal testimony 
about their own experiences of discrimination on the basis of non- 
conforming gender identity. 

In addition, recently elected West Hollywood mayor Steve Mar¬ 
tin directed the city manager to institute workshops and sensitivi¬ 
ty training about transgender issues for city employees. T

(ABC), has been named interim 
executive director of the AIDS ser¬ 
vice organization, replacing Paul 
Causey, who abruptly resigned last 
month. The board decided upon 
Emersons interim appointment at 
its April 23 meeting, where new 
officers were also elected. 

Longtime AIDS activist Gary 
Virginia succeeds Emerson as 
board president.

Emerson had served on ABC’s 
board for two years. Before being 
president, he sat on its finance, 
fundraising, and program com¬ 
mittees and served as vice presi¬ 
dent. He moves into the interim 
executive director position with a 
background in project planning 
and management, and most re¬ 
cently worked on a large facility 
for MaxMedia, a Silicon Valley 
company. 

Virginia and Emerson an¬ 
nounced that ABC’s primary 
goals for the year include comple¬ 
tion of the agency’s strategic plan¬ 
ning effort that is now underway;

“Our proactive merger with Posi¬ 
tive Resources in 1996 was a great 
idea and now benefits counseling 
and employment services are 
being offered in an integrated 
program.” A person living with 
AIDS and an ABC client since 
1995, Virginia explained, “I joined 
the ABC board of directors in 
1996 in an effort to give back to 
the people who were instrumen¬ 


tal in my transition to disability. 
The professionalism and compas¬ 
sion they offered were a blessing 
during the most stressful period 
in my life.” 

Virginia, who previously 
worked in university fund devel¬ 
opment and sales management, is 
respected in the community as a 
leader, advocate, and fundraiser 
for many HIV-related causes.

aul Causey, who suddenly 
resigned as executive direc¬ 
tor from AIDS Benefits 
Counselors last month has been 
hired to fill the top job at the Ten¬ 
derloin AIDS Resource Center 
(TARC). Board members of that 
agency announced Wednesday, 
April 29 that Causey will assume 
his duties later this month and 
will be responsible for the day to 
day operations of the organiza¬ 
tion providing services in the Ten¬ 
derloin. 

“As executive director, I hope 
to establish TARC as one of the 
city’s model programs,” Causey 
said, “by building upon its well- 
earned reputation for helping un¬ 
derserved and hard to reach pop¬ 
ulations. 

Causey replaces Brian Cross, 
who left the agency in February. 
Board members Kevin Towner 
and Carol Kleinmaier said that 
TARC provides critical HIV/AIDS 
services to the diverse residents of 
the Tenderloin neighborhood. 
Since 1987, TARC has offered 
substance abuse counseling, case 
management, transgender coun-

for Nursing and the American 
Nurses’ Association have pro¬ 
moted it, and the North Ameri¬ 
can Nursing Diagnosis Associa¬ 
tion recognizes “energy field dis¬ 
turbance” as a health problem ...

boy’s ultimate sexual orientation. 
Nor do they see their immuno¬ 
logical theory as meaning that 
there’s something pathological 
about being gay. Nature uses 
whatever mechanisms she can 
find to foster human diversity, 
whether it be genes, hormones, 
antibodies or whatever else. 

It’s ironic that the birth-order 
effect, which seemed tailor-made 
for an environmental or psy¬ 
chosocial explanation of male sex¬ 
ual orientation, has been turned 
around and made into a bastion 
of the “born-that-way” point of 
view. For if it’s not genes, it’s still 
something that happens before 
birth. I like that! V

is $500,000; Causey’s salary is 
$48,000 per year, Towner said. 

Causey described TARC as a 
“sleeping giant” that has quietly 
worked to make a “tremendous 
impact” on the lives of over 1,500 
people each year. 

“What first attracted me to 
TARC was its mission to meet the 
diverse needs of the disenfran¬ 
chised community of the Tender¬ 
loin,” Causey said. “The board of 
directors is dedicated to the 
agency and to the clients it serves, 
which fits fully with my own per¬ 
sonal desire to ‘make a difference’ 
in this world.” 

Causey said he will continue 
serving as treasurer of the HIV 
Contractors Association and as 
community producer of TCI Ca- 
blevision of San Francisco’s 
monthly television series, AIDS 
Update. He is also on the board of 
Deaf Communities Together. 
While at ABC, Causey oversaw the 
merger of that organization with 
Positive Resources, which offers 
employment services to people 
living with HIV/AIDS who are ex¬ 
periencing improved health and 
considering entering or re-enter¬ 
ing the work force. 

“Paul brings a tremendous 
amount of experience and leader¬ 
ship to TARC,” said Towner. 
“TARC is at a pivotal point in its 
existence and with the integrity 
and enthusiasm that Paul brings 
to the agency, the board of direc¬ 
tors believes the organization is 
poised to provide the services that 
our community desperately 
needs.”

verse coalition of Bay Area AIDS 
activists including ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate and ACT UP/East Bay 
members, who couldn’t let the 
opportunity go to express their 
outrage. 

After the initial shock and dis¬ 
belief of the decision spread 
through the AIDS community, 
the cowardly Clinton administra¬ 
tion, a right-wing drug policy 
chief, and a politically 
charged Congress re¬ 
mained headstrong in 
their opposition to the 
NE programs. Clinton 
retorted in a White 
House news conference 
that there had been 
“more heat than light 
on” the matter. He 
continued to digress 
when he stated needle 
exchange research raises the “log¬ 
ical question” posed by Barry Mc¬ 
Caffrey, Clinton’s Drug Policy 
Chief, that “the benefits of needle 
exchange are uncertain and that 
the message you send out is that 
somehow the government is em¬ 
powering drug use. There are 
people all over the country that 
agree with that.” 

Given the ominous situation, 
and the conclusive evidence from 
six studies, there would appear to 
be a majority of people all over 
the country that now support nee¬ 
dle exchange. Clinton failed to 
mention the researchers, policy 
advisors, prevention experts, nee¬ 
dle exchangers, people with AIDS, 
people of color, and his own sur¬ 
geon general, David Satcher. 
Sandy Thurman, the current top 
AIDS advisor to the president, 
recommended funding. In March 
of this year the Presidential Advi¬ 
sory Council on HIV/AIDS im¬ 
plored that the administration lift 
the ban. Also, a recent USA Today 
found 64 percent of respondents 
in favor of federal funding for 
needle exchange. The Congres¬ 
sional Black Caucus and National 
Association of People with AIDS 
(NAPWA) have called for Barry 
McCaffrey’s resignation. Also, 
ACT UP chapters in New York, 
Philadelphia, East Bay, and Gold¬ 
en Gate have called for Shalala to 
step down in protest to Clinton’s 
decision. 

The hypocrisy is typical in the 
Clinton administration that has 
failed to deliver on gays in the 
military, healthcare reform, and 
countless other broken promises. 
His apology to the African-Amer¬ 
ican community on the Tuskeegee 
experiments is particularly hypo¬ 
critical given the disproportionate 
number of blacks exposed to HIV 
through IV drug use, who could 
benefit from needle exchange. 

“He has consistently taken 
spineless positions on AIDS in 
order to escape the ire of the re¬ 
publicans in Congress,” stated 
John Iverson of ACT UP East Bay. 
“He fired Surgeon General Joce¬ 
lyn Elders for mentioning the 
word ‘masturbation’. He appoint¬ 
ed and then appeased Barry Mc¬ 
Caffrey’s opposition to needle ex¬ 
change, even though in a cam¬ 
paign promise in 1992 he 
promised to fund it. So now we 
have a president, mired in his own 
controversies, catering to a bigot¬ 
ed right-wing Congress, backing 


out of the most immoral life-and- 
death decision he has ever had to 
make.” 

ACT UP chapters and needle 
exchange advocates have vowed to 
follow and disrupt Clinton, Sha¬ 
lala, and McCaffrey wherever they 
are making public appearances, 
letting them know through 
demonstrations and civil disobe¬ 
dience how outrageous and hypo¬ 
critical the decision is. Congress 
members should be contacted for 
the immoral moves they are tak¬ 
ing to prohibit any future funding 
whatsoever for needle exchange. 

The history 

In 1988 a few needle exchange 
programs were born in Tacoma, 
New York, and San Francisco by 
former users, anarchists, and pa¬ 
gans who were concerned about 
the spread of AIDS. Underground 
organizations formed to distrib¬ 
ute clean needles, bleach, con¬ 
doms, and as much safe sex infor¬ 
mation that was possible. 

The activists risked arrest, and 
some were arrested, but San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Prevention Point contin¬ 
ued to grow and by 1989 had dis¬ 
tributed over 100,000 syringes. 
San Francisco allowed needle ex¬ 
change and with few exceptions 
the City came to support and later 
fund programs despite the state 
and federal laws. 

ACT UP has a rich history of 
support for needle exchange in 
the United States and has pas¬ 
sionately fought for programs. 
ACT UPs in Cleveland, Colum¬ 
bus, and Oakland (ACT UP/East 
Bay) actually distributed needles 
and provided seed money to start 
local programs. Since ACT UP 
members had little fear of risking 
arrest, they took the initiative to 
provide clean syringes to save 
lives. Today, Alameda County 
Needle Exchange exchanges 
750,000 syringes a year with no 
local government support. 

Before ACT UP/San Francisco 
split into two groups, members 
raised needed funds for Preven¬ 
tion Point. However, as exchanges 
continued, ACT UP members 
wanted to engage in a more vocal 
outcry to decriminalize needle ex¬ 
change and gather support. Pre¬ 
vention Point members wanted to 
remain quiet and distribute nee¬ 
dles. The two factions were syn¬ 
ergistic in their ideology, but there 
was tension over tactics. Eventu¬ 
ally ACT UP/San Francisco dis¬ 
banded but Prevention Point con¬ 
tinued. It is now administrated 
and funded by the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, and volunteers 
handle exchanges. Federal funds 
would benefit this largest opera¬ 
tion in the country, which ex¬ 
changes over one million syringes 
a year. 

ACT UP/New York began a 
needle exchange committee that 
distributed needles and condoms 
in 1990. The committee contin¬ 
ued to exchange needles but was 
in a less supportive and more con¬ 
frontational environment than 
San Francisco. Six people were ar¬ 
rested, and “not in my backyard” 
community groups stopped suc¬ 
cessful pilot projects. 

ACT UPs have been the voice 
behind action on needle exchange.

: e are here because this 
administration and this 
president have turned 
their backs on the lives of men, 
women, and children at risk for 
this disease through dirty nee¬ 
dles. That is immoral and we will 
not tolerate it,” shouted Christine 
Lubinski, deputy director of the 
AIDS Action Council. She was 
among the hundred or so people 
decked out in white lab coats, 
demonstrating outside the White 
House on Tuesday, May 5. 

She turned toward the other 
end of Pennsylvania Avenue and 
said, “We also have a Congress 
that wants to add insult to injury 
and run for reelection on the 
backs of people living with HIV 
and AIDS.” “Shame, shame, 
shame,” the crowd roared back. 

Lubinski thrust aloft and 
shook a letter “to William Jeffer¬ 
son Clinton that tells him we are 
outraged and disappointed by his 
lack of leadership.” It demanded 
three things: Immediate federal 
funding of needle exchange, full 
funding of substance abuse pro¬ 
grams, and a veto of any attempt 
by Congress to codify a ban on 
needle exchange. 

“I think the administration 
expected us to go away,” said Be¬ 
linda Dunn, a black woman living 
with AIDS. “I want them to know 
that we are not going away.” HIV 
disproportionately affects minor¬ 
ity communities. She was infected 
through sexual contact with a 
man who shared a dirty needle. 
“If there was a [clean] needle I 
probably would not be standing 
here today,” she said. 

Dr. David Vlahov, a researcher 
at the Johns Hopkins School of 
Public Health, pleaded, “The data 
from the United States is clear, 
HIV does go down from needle 
exchange. People do get into drug 
treatment and stop drug use. 
Drug use does go down. 

“Look at the data. It is there. 
We are here today to say that we 
have got to have science over pol¬ 
itics.” 

Every day, 33 Americans are 
needlessly infected with HIV be¬ 
cause of the Clinton administra¬ 
tion’s policy on needle exchange.

The president’s budget slighted 
prevention activities. It proposed 
more money for drug interdic¬ 
tion and policing, but no increas¬ 
es for substance abuse treatment. 

The group returned to picket¬ 
ing the White House chanting, 
“Science over politics, needle ex¬ 
change now” and “Science in, Mc¬ 
Caffrey out. NOW.” 

The demonstration was part 
of AIDSWatch ’98, what has be¬ 
come an annual spring gathering 
of AIDS advocates to lobby Con¬ 
gress. Participants were briefed 
over the weekend and made con¬ 
gressional visits on Monday and 
Tuesday. 

Regina Aragon, public policy 
director for the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, noted that 
combination therapies keep 
PWAs healthier and living longer. 
That good news has led many to 
believe that the AIDS crisis is 
over. But the paradox is that it has 
only increased the demand for 
drugs and services for people liv¬ 
ing with HIV. She called for full 
funding of the Ryan White Care 
Act, something that has never 
happened before. 

Last March, Sandy Thurman, 
the President’s advisor on AIDS 
policy, expressed hope that the 
Republican Congress would in¬ 
crease the AIDS budget even 
more than her President pro¬ 
posed. The House of Representa¬ 
tives is expected to act on health¬ 
care appropriations within 30 
days. T

one to work in the African-Amer¬ 
ican and youth communities, and 
Bill seemed to be a natural.” 

Pabich said “at least $6 million 
in ideas” came out of the summit, 
running the gamut from housing 
to workplace reentry, and from 
prevention to drug adherence. He 
said he and Barnes will be work¬ 
ing with other city officials, par¬ 
ticularly in the DPH, to follow up 
on the numerous recommenda¬ 
tions, and told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he wonders how all of the 
work got done before the mayor 
created the policy office. 

He likened his new post to 
“stepping into a large vacuum.” 
Barnes said of the office, “Its great 
there’s a coordinated place.” 

Coordination seems to be one 
thing Pabich and Barnes are 
working to achieve. “We’re a poli¬ 
cy office. We’re not trying to re¬ 
place anything,” said Pabich, who 
added that having the power of 
Brown behind him is also a plus. 
“When we call and say we’re from 
the mayor’s office, we capture 
people’s attention.” 

These days, those people are 
likely to be working for AIDS ser¬ 
vice organizations or prevention 
agencies. Pabich said he was most 
surprised by the apparent lack of 
discussion among service 
providers. “There is a lack of com¬ 
munication between people who 
work together, a real lack of coordi¬ 
nation. We’re trying to coordinate.” 

Added Barnes, who also serves 


on the city’s HIV Prevention 
Planning Council “I don’t think 
people aren’t communicating be¬ 
cause they don’t want to; I think 
it’s because they’re so busy. Most 
people work really hard.” 

African-American 
initiative in the works 

Among the projects that the 
HIV/AIDS policy office is work¬ 
ing on is a major initiative for the 
African-American community, 
according to Pabich and Barnes. 
“We have the mayor’s very strong 
personal commitment; it’s far be¬ 
yond the need to be political,” said 
Pabich, adding that out of the 
AIDS Summit has come a scien¬ 
tific advisory committee that has 
been meeting with Brown. “He 
finds this to be extremely fasci¬ 
nating and during a debate about 
science, he stayed and listened for 
one and a half hours. He’s a very 
quick learner and that translates 
to better action and more money.” 

Barnes has begun to get in¬ 
volved in the African-American 
initiative that will initially consist 
of meeting with a wide variety of 
people in the religious and busi¬ 
ness community, as well as 
HIV/AIDS agencies. Barnes relat¬ 
ed an example that points to a 
need for more outreach in the 
community. “I met a young man 
who never realized how 
HIV/AIDS is affecting his com¬ 
munity, that African-Americans 
make up 9 percent of the city’s 
population and 18 percent of the 
diagnoses. Here’s someone who’s 
well educated, yet not hearing a 
lot about that,” he said. 


The goal of the African-Amer¬ 
ican initiative in its planning 
phase is “to bring together people 
working in the field and those 
who could be,” according to 
Pabich. 

Funding for the workplace is¬ 
sues is expected to be in the 
mayor’s new budget, due out in a 
couple of weeks. Most likely, 
Pabich said, that initiative will in¬ 
volve minimal city staff and will 
be put out to contract through a 
request for proposal (RFP) 
process. The pro bono ad cam¬ 
paign the mayor highlighted at 
the summit is being developed 
and will probably be rolled out 
this fall, and a community adviso¬ 
ry board is expected to be con¬ 
vened. 

At the AIDS Summit, Brown 
promised a final report that 
would include the comments 
from those who attended. Pabich 
said that is almost finished being 
compiled and will be mailed out 
to everyone who attended the 
summit. “It will probably include 
a progress report,” he added. 

Barnes, a native of Queens, 
New York, said it’s important that 
HIV/AIDS prevention messages 
remain at the forefront, in spite of 
the changes in treatment options 
and other medical advances. “Les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der folks show up in San Francis¬ 
co every day, we need to make 
sure the message stays,” he said. T

Levels of participation have varied 
as they have on other critical AIDS 
issues. Some chapters participated 
in exchanges, raised funds, and led 
arrest actions to gain more atten¬ 
tion. But most importantly, ACT 
UP has been the loudest and most 
persistent voice to get as much na¬ 
tional support as it has today. In 
September, 1998 a national ACT 
UP demonstration was staged in 
Washington DC, where 12 people 
were arrested. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate has 
been vocal since 1992, when a few 


members were arrested at a Clin¬ 
ton re-nomination rally in Oak¬ 
land. Other ACT UP/Golden Gate 
Writers Pool articles have focused 
on the issue helping to educate the 
community. Needle exchange re¬ 
searcher Peter Lurie, formally 
from UCSF, was awarded activist 
of the year by ACT UP/Golden 
Gate in 1996. Other local actions 
have been ACT UP/East Bay’s 
World AIDS Day event in Oak¬ 
land, and the recent UC Berkeley 
demonstration where two mem¬ 
bers were arrested. 

It has been an incredibly long 
battle and the war is not over. 
We’ve been through a lot to prove 
that needle exchange is one of the 


best HIV prevention methods 
we’ve got. It does not promote fur¬ 
ther drug use. It prevents other life 
threatening diseases such as He¬ 
patitis B and C. It reduces costs of 
increased HIV care. It fosters re¬ 
habilitation and recovery. After the 
compelling research there are few 
people who now oppose it. We’ve 
worked hard to educate and gar¬ 
ner growing support. Money has 
been raised. Lives have been saved. 

But thousands more lives 
could be saved if needed federal 
funding was available. More pro¬ 
grams could start; more needles 
could be exchanged. But now all 
we have is a president with blood 
on his hands. ▼

\ rlando, Florida is the home 
of Gay Day at Disney World. 

V But at the Disney Wide 
World of Sports’ USA National 
Freestyle/Greco 1998 Champi¬ 
onships last month, it was also les¬ 
bian and gay wrestling day. 

Tekla Balukas of Golden Gate 
Wrestling Club placed fifth in a 
field of eight wrestlers in the 
Women’s Open FreeStyle, 163- 
pound weight class. Rochelle 
Robinson won her only match 12- 
2 for the Women’s 163-pound 
Open FreeStyle title. Only five 
states currently offer this super 
heavyweight division for women, 
so it was deemed an exhibition 
this year. 

This is the first time Golden 
Gate Wrestlers have wrestled and 
placed in the national tourna¬ 
ment, and is a milestone for both 
the women and GGWC — but 
not surprising, given the club’s 
growth, persistence, and increas¬ 
ing presence on the mat. This 
summer, the club’s members 


stand to dominate Gay Games in 
their usual fashion. 

Among the annual events for 
the team are the upcoming 
Memorial Day Clinic/Tourna¬ 
ment, this year on May 22-25. 
This year’s clinic will be in final 
preparation for the club’s trip to 
Amsterdam to compete in 
Gay Games V. The week¬ 
end-long event will in¬ 
clude a freestyle rules 
and safety clinic, guest 
coaches, plenty of open 
mat time for wrestlers to 
practice their moves on new 
faces (or flattening new 
faces, but in a nice 
way), team parties 
(which usually in¬ 
cludes fabulous rendi¬ 
tions of show tunes 
and Costco’s best appetizers, plus 
buckets of pasta), and an all- 
around great time. This event 
usually attracts about 40 wrestlers 
nationwide. 

Other recent tournaments 
where GGWC members compet¬ 
ed were the Fremont Open and 
the BAWA-sponsored freestyle 


match at Oakland’s Technical 
High School. In some highly com¬ 
petitive weight classes, against 
much younger and experienced 
state ranked reputable wrestlers, 
the Golden Bears made the most 
credible showing in 16 years at a 
single BAWA (Bay Area Wrestling 
Association) tournament, and 
this is only the sec¬ 
ond tournament of 
the season. Many of 
the Golden Bears qualified 
for the Masters/Veterans di¬ 
vision, but still competed in 
the younger Open category. 

Entering ten 

wrestlers in four of the 
weight categories of 
the men’s and 
women’s open divi¬ 
sions at the Fremont 
Open, the Bears garnered three 
3rd place Bronze Medals. The 
most encouraging factor was the 
individual performances turned 
in by novices Johnny Almony 
(Mens Open Bronze 138#), David 
Akawie (Mens Open 4th 138#), 
Robert LeBeau (Mens Open 
Bronze 168#), who were each able 


to score high point throws on the 
eventual winners of their divi¬ 
sions. Last month, another Gold¬ 
en Bear, novice Rafael Cruz- 
Rivera, earned a 2nd place Silver 
Medal last weekend at the North 
Coast Open in Middletown 
(Mens Open Silver 138#). 

Veteran New York wrestler and 
Golden Bear coach Bryan 
Northam also toughed out four 
grueling matches to win the Men’s 


Open Bronze 152#. His one im¬ 
pressive win against a very cocky 
college kid (who was half his age, 
and stalling!) elicited some very 
funny (but good natured) ageist 
banter from his surprised team¬ 
mates. 

Other competing Golden Bears 
were Rochelle Robinson (Womens 
Open 213#), Russ Smith (Mens 
Open 152#), Dean Takehara (Mens 
Open 138#), and Pete DuBois 
(Mens Open 168#). The Golden

Nursing Mothers 

Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is excreted in milk. 
Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in 
nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing 
if they are receiving stavudine. This is consistent with the recom¬ 
mendation by the U S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their in¬ 
fants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV. 

Pediatric Use 

Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from 
adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with ad¬ 
ditional safety data in 115 pediatric patients and pharmacokinetic 
data in 25 of these patients. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV- 
infected pediatric patients (age range: 5 weeks to 15 years, weight 
range: 2 to 43 kg) after IV and oral administration of 0.125,0.5, 
1, and 2 mg/kg as single doses and as BID regimens. The mean 

1 SD absolute bioavailability was 76.9 ± 31.7% (n=20). Peak plas¬ 
ma concentration (C„.) and area under the plasma concentration¬ 
time curve (AUC) increased in proportion to dose after both sin¬ 
gle and multiple doses. 

Following intravenous infusions (n=21). the mean t SD volume 
of distribution was 18.5 1 9.17 L/m'. The distribution of stavudine into 
cerebrospinal fluid (CSF) was assessed in 8 pediatric patients after 
12 weeks of multiple oral dosing. The concentration of stavudine in 
CSF samples ranged form 0.008 to 0.105 pg/ml at limes ranging from 

2 to 3 hours post-dose (dose ranging from 0.125 to 1 mg/kg). CSF 
concentrations ranged from 16% to 125% (mean j SD of 59% 1 35%) 
of the concentration in simultaneous plasma samples. 

The terminal elimination half-line after oral or intravenous ad¬ 
ministration of stavudine was approximately one hour. The mean t 
SD total body clearance after intravenous infusion was 247 t 94 
mL/min/m’. The mean t SD apparent oral clearance was 333 ± 87 
mL/min/m'. The percent of the dose excreted uncharged in the urine 
was 34.5% after oral administration. 

The clearance of stavudine is related to both body surface area and 
body weight. When dosing according to body weight, the recommended 
dosage for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 kg is 2 mg/kg/day 
in divided doses. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater should 
receive the recommended adult dose 
ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The major clinical toxicity of ZERIT (stavudine) is peripheral neuropathy 
(see “WARNINGS" section) 

Adullx: Peripheral neuropathy is dose related (see Table 2). 
Modest elevation of hepatic transaminases was also observed com¬ 
monly in controlled trials.

OVEROOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended 
daily dosage revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic over¬ 
dosage include peripheral neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. It is 
not known whether stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis 
or hemodialysis.

cording to a report in the May 5 
issue of Pediatrics . 

Among heterosexual teen¬ 
agers, 9.9 percent said they had at¬ 
tempted suicide. 

The responses came in a vol¬ 
untary and anonymous Youth 
Risk Behavior Survey prepared by 
the U.S. Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention, with an 
added question on sexual orienta¬ 
tion, according to Robert H. Du- 
Rant, Ph.D., professor of pedi¬ 
atrics at the Wake Forest Universi¬ 
ty Baptist Medical Center and se¬ 
nior author of the Pediatrics paper. 

The study is one of the first to 
examine the association between 
sexual orientation and health risk 
behaviors among a representative, 
school-based sample of adoles¬ 
cents. 

Youth who identify themselves 
as gay, lesbian, or bisexual during 
high school are more likely to re¬ 
port engaging in multiple risky

Gabbert asked him if “it was 
blackmail” he was shocked, 
thought the assertion “was crazy,” 
and fled the office. 

Under cross examination, 
Mele could not recall ever telling 
Schwacter during a sworn deposi¬ 
tion that he was not sure how ac¬ 
curate his recollection of the hot 
tub incident was, or that he could 
not recall being offended by the 
utility belt incident. 

Schwacter also introduced ex¬ 
cerpts from Mele’s journals as ev¬ 
idence, including a statement that 
he “would let Gabbert play,” 
which Mele explained as a state¬ 
ment that Gabbert was pursuing 
him but that he could “handle it,” 
even though his journal entry 
noted that he was searching for 
someone in his life. 

Schwacter also charged that 
the events alleged by Mele could 
not be corroborated and based on 
Mele’s admissions about several 
journal entries, asked Mele 
whether the allegations were also 
embellishments or fantasies. 

Mele denied that he ever talked 
about his sex life with Gabbert or 
said he “wouldn’t mind” going 
out with KOFY general manager 
partner Mike Lincoln and living 
in Marin or Guerneville. He also 
said he “didn’t believe” he ever 
told sexual jokes to his employer, 
and denied he ever sat in a sexual¬ 
ly suggestive or casual position 
with his leg over the chair during 
his employment at KOFY-TV. 

After resigning from KOFY in 
1994 for a position at KRON-TV, 
and after receiving a Christmas 
card from Lincoln, Mele wrote a 
letter to Lincoln asking for his job 
back. 

“I realize it was a terrible mis¬ 
take to leave KOFY and I’d like to 
correct it,” Mele wrote. 

Mele testified that he didn’t 
like his position at KRON because 
it was primarily data entry, orre of 
his supervisors threw things, and 
he missed his former job in the 
industry and his friends at the sta- 


behaviors and to start them at an 
earlier age than other teens. In 
fact, the study showed that about 
50 percent of these teens reported 
engaging in more than five risky 
behaviors, compared to fewer 
than 25 percent of their straight 
counterparts. 

But these teens also feel threat¬ 
ened. More than one-fourth of 
the gay, lesbian, or bisexual 
teenagers in the survey reported 
missing school because of fear in 
the previous 30 days, strikingly 
different from just 5.1 percent 
among straight teens. Among the 
gay teens, 32.7 percent said they 
had been threatened with a 
weapon in the previous 30 days, 
compared to 7.1 percent among 
heterosexual teens. 

More than half of the gay teens 
reported property damage at 
school during the past 12 months, 
and more than 68 percent report¬ 
ed they had been involved in a 
fight during the previous year. For 
14 percent, the results of the fight¬ 
ing were serious enough to re¬ 
quire medical treatment. 

The survey also found that 
one-third of the gay, lesbian, or 
bisexual teens reported sexual 
contact against their will, com¬ 
pared with 9 percent of the 


tion “more than anything.” 

Buttressing that testimony, 
Wotman called well known labor 
employment and openly gay at¬ 
torney Jeff Sloan for testimony. 
Sloan was romantically involved 
with Mele, and the two had inti¬ 
mately discussed the alleged 
workplace harassment at KOFY as 
well as Mele’s troubles at KRON. 

When Mele read him the letter 
he had written to Lincoln asking 
for his job back, Sloan said the 
two “had a major confrontation 
about it.” 

Mele returned to KOFY, but 
said the harassment did not stop 
as promised so he quit in 1995 
and later filed a sexual harassment 
complaint and lawsuit against 
Gabbert. He is currently em¬ 
ployed in the computer industry. 

During Cross examination by 
attorney James Goodfellow, a sex¬ 
ual harassment litigator, Gabbert 
said that he did not consider 
telling sexual jokes or comments 
or discussions of his sexual activ¬ 
ities harassment unless employees 
complained. Gabbert also denied 
that he ever groped Mele, ac¬ 
knowledged that he conducted his 
own inquiry of KOFY employees 
about Mele’s sexual harassment 
claim, and said that he believed 
that sexual harassment standards 
were different for gays and 
straights. 

Wotman told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that although the matter 
was settled and he could not dis¬ 
cuss it, the allegations of Gab- 
bert’s conduct were “very outra¬ 
geous,” and that Mele had “landed 
back on his feet” and was recover¬ 
ing from the alleged psychological 
distress. 

Schwacter said that he felt 
Gabbert “did very well” during his 
testimony to the jury, and that he 
had been prepared to continue to 
litigate the defense when Gabbert 
decided to settle the case. Gabbert 
left for a media conference in Eu¬ 
rope shortly after the case ended. 

Gabbert recently sold the 
KOFY-TV station for more than 
$170 million, and will transfer 
ownership of the operation in 
June. T 


straight teens. 

The contrast between gay and 
straight teens in risky behaviors 
that were volunteered on the 
anonymous questionnaire pro¬ 
duced other surprises. For in¬ 
stance, use of smokeless tobacco 
in the previous 30 days was four 
times as common among gay 
teens than heterosexual ones. An¬ 
abolic steroids were used six times 
more often by the gay teens. 

Fifty-nine percent of gay teens 
smoked cigarettes, compared to 
35 percent of straight teens. 

The study found that gay teens 
engaged in a range of risky behav¬ 
iors, even while they were very 
young. For instance, 59 percent 
reported alcohol use before age 
13, 48 percent smoked cigarettes 
before age 13,37 percent had tried 
marijuana, 17 percent had tried 
cocaine, and 27 percent engaged 
in sexual intercburse. All are strik¬ 
ingly more common than among 
hetero teens. 

The researchers asked ques¬ 
tions about lifetime exposure to 
risky behaviors as well as in the 
preceding 30 days. In almost any 
variance — use of alcohol, binge 
drinking, sharing needles, and 
having three or more sexual part¬ 
ners within the past 12 months — 
the percentages were far higher 
among the gay teens. 

“Gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
adolescents face tremendous chal¬ 
lenges growing up physically and 
mentally healthy in a culture that 


is often unaccepting,” the re¬ 
searcher said. 

In the survey of 4,159 teens in 
59 high schools, 0.6 percent iden¬ 
tified themselves as gay or les¬ 
bians, 1.9 percent identified them¬ 


selves as bisexual, a total of 2.5 
percent. Another 1.5 percent re¬ 
sponded “not sure,” and 3.7 per¬ 
cent responded “none of the 
above.” And 9.3 percent skipped 
the sexual orientation question. T

an Francisco deplorers of public sculpture, your day of reckoning is near! Beginning tomorrow 
(Friday, May 8), ten large, colorful, and lively Sculptures by the late gay artist Keith Haring will be 
installed in public locations around the city, where they will remain through September 8 as a San 
Francisco Art Commission (SFAC) exhibition to complement the major Haring retrospective which 
has just opened at the San Francisco Museum of Modern Art (SFMOMA). 

Haring first painted his famous graphics of barking dogs, radiant babies, and dancing figures in NYC 
subways, so this return to free public art completes the circle of his fabulous career. Among the last works 
he created before his untimely death in 1990 from AIDS, the sculptures were completed posthumously fol¬ 
lowing his specifications. 

The trademark Haring stick figures make for surprisingly successful full-scale sculpture: full of humor, 
vibrant color, and expressive vitality, they animate their public corners. Here is an example of big public 
art which is friendly yet profound, accessible to everyone without dumbing down. Richard Newirth, Di¬ 
rector of Cultural Affairs of the SFAC, said, “Keith Haring’s work is so universal and engaging, it will be a 
great addition to the cityscape during the summer months.” 

About his sculptures Haring himself said, “Painted, they no longer look like metal but like bright, shiny 
toys that should be played with.” Maybe their monumental presence and good cheer will help win over 
some humbugs who can’t wrap their minds around the public display of civic art.

An interview with Wilde 

star Stephen Fry by Erin Blackwell 

% n his suite at the St. Francis Hotel, the comedian and novelist Stephen Fry is 

I thoroughly adorable. Like a great moon encircled by caroming asteroids, he 
poses for his photo while the interviewer before me uses his phone and a pub¬ 
licist tries to introduce us. Fry charms us all, as if he were a great wide-eyed 
schoolboy and we were all his dear friends, come to take tea. 

When the hubbub subsides, Fry slouches down into an armchair and re 
ceives my questions with an enthusiasm that is part well-bred British man¬ 
ners, part Cambridge erudition, and part manic publicity tour reflex. He 
will spend his first visit to San Francisco promoting his role in Wilde, the 
opening film of the San Francisco International Film Festival, before leav¬ 
ing the next day for a sprawling series of personal appearances in L.A. 

But for the moment, he is mine. Or rather, we are both Oscar s. 

At six foot four-and-a-half, Fry is an inch-and-a-half taller than the 
Irish genius he impersonates in director Brian Gilbert’s lush new biopic. 

He disagrees with George Bernard Shaw’s contention that Wilde was a 
pathological giant, but toys with the concept. “He was big,” says Fry. “He 
had the qualities of a giant: gentleness and sweetness of nature. Where¬ 
as people who are small have a kind of aggressive,chest-out sort of way. 

He had a very open, sweet-natured way.” 

Asked if he himself is open and sweet-natured, he giggles in an awk¬ 
ward and sweet-natured way. 

* “Mike to think I try to t>e,” he says. “Gosh, we all get crabby-roahnered, 
but I think it is innate. It goes with being tall. From your adolescence, 
when you start to shoot up, you tend to apologize for it. And you feel 
qlumsy and large. And you’re aware that shorter people can be aggressive 
towards you, because they think you’re looking down on them. So you go 
the extra mile to show that you’re not looking down on them. You find 
ways of being on the same level. Literally, to here.”

Such fleeting brushes with 
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'Annie Sprinkle's Herstory of Pom: Reel to Real' 

Her brilliant career

I , ith live commentary on a 
genre of basement cine¬ 
ma, Annie Sprinkle's Her¬ 
story of Porn: Reel to Real is a lot 
like Mystery Science Theatre 3000, 
except the science-fiction is re¬ 
placed by porn, the mystery is 
gone, and 3000 is a rough approx¬ 
imation of the number of cocks 
and clits you watch Sprinkle suck, 
fondle, or otherwise pose with in 
a single evening’s entertainment. 

Directed by Emilio Cubeiro at 
the Bayfront Theatre, the show 
traces Sprinkle’s personal “hersto¬ 
ry” as a star, writer, and ultimate¬ 
ly director and producer of skin 
flicks over two-and-a-half 


eating, particularly in the first half 
of the show. I suspect this was be¬ 
cause she was showing her oldest 
and almost exclusively het mater¬ 
ial. “Sex on camera is the easy 
part; it’s the acting that’s embar¬ 
rassing,” she confessed to us, and 
the blurted-out line seemed like a 
plea for patience, for herself in 
both her screen and live incarna-: 
tions. 

Blame it on my orientation, 
but her performance did seem to 
pick up in the second half, after 
Sprinkle had come out as a les¬ 
bian and was making artistic porn 
pieces like War Is Menstrual Envy 
and The Sluts and Goddesses Video 
Workshop. Sprinkle seemed in¬ 
creasingly at ease addressing the 
audience as the sex scenes ap-

decades. Sitting onstage in a row 
of red theater seats facing the au¬ 
dience, Sprinkle charts her devel¬ 
opment as a porn artist through 
seven eras as film clips of her vari¬ 
ations on “the old in-and-out” 
run on the screen behind her. 
With each era, Sprinkle dons a 
new costume and takes us to a 
new porn house, from the Pink 
Pussycat Sinema in Hollywood to 
the New Age Sex Multiplex in 
Taos to the Museum of Modern 
Art in New York City. Sometimes 
watching, sometimes acting and 
lip-synching along with the 
screen-sized Annie, she progresses 
through the show from teenage 
sexual deviant to S/M fantasy 
player to New Age passion guru to 
sex-positive lesbian and erotica 
producer. 

The range of skin flicks shown 
would be interesting to any porn 
aficionado. The clips run the gam¬ 
bit from hilarious to hot to hella- 
cious, and feature every kind of 
scene from sci-fi to sit-com take¬ 
off to spiritual tantric to docu¬ 
mentary. There’s even a new video 
short — Teenage Mermaid Fanta- 
sea, directed and edited by sex 
worker advocate Carol Leigh (aka 
Scarlot Harlot) — that’s a sort of 
tongue-in-cheek “how-to” for 
porn production. 

Plea for patience 

Yet Sprinkle’s live commentary 
largely fell flat throughout the 
evening. Since her release of The 
Sluts and Goddesses Video Work¬ 
shop in the early 90s, Sprinkle has 
been celebrated as a sex-positive 
feminist. You’d expect her to de¬ 
liver a brassy, outrageous perfor¬ 
mance. Instead, she seemed un¬ 
comfortable in front of this live, 
opening-night audience. She 
stumbled over lines. Her com¬ 
ments were surprisingly tentative, 
even embarrassed and self-depre- 


proached her current sensibility. 
By the time she showed clips of 
Linda/Les & Annie: The First Fe¬ 
male to Male Transsexual Story, a 
piece shown at Frameline’s film 
festival last year, she discussed 
more controversial material with 
confidence. 

Not just Sprinkle’s overall de¬ 
livery, but the script itself was also 
pretty thin. With its 25-year per¬ 
spective, the show screams for 
some perspective on how sexual 
fantasies expressed in porn flicks 
have changed over the past quar¬ 
ter-century. We do learn that 
some of her contributions to porn 
are real milestones: her Deep In¬ 
side Annie Sprinkle is the first porn 
film written from the perspective 
of a woman, and she is one of the 
first producers of safer sex flicks. 
Other than a few simple state¬ 
ments, though, Sprinkle’s com¬ 
mentary didn’t shed much light. 
Known for her coy, kittenish flir¬ 
tations, she made vapid com¬ 
ments that did more to make you 
laugh at and throw you outside of 
the action on screen, than under¬ 
stand its context. In one scene, as 
she and a leading man are huffing 
and puffing on screen, she says, “I 
hung that wallpaper myself.” Or 
often she’d look at the action and 
say the equivalent of, “Ooh, isn’t 
he/she beautiful?” 

A little rough 

The show could have provided 
us with an interesting glimpse 
into her personal story — her 
motivations and experiences 
throughout an unusual career of 
creating sexual fantasies. But al¬ 
though she delivered a basic 
chronology of simple facts, like 
which grunting star she was lovers 
with when, Sprinkle offered no 
deeper insight or emotion. After 
one S/M scene, Sprinkle told us in 
a tone of voice you might use to 


discuss changing brands of floor- 
polish, “The scene got a little 
rough, and now I don’t have rape 
fantasies anymore!” 

Of course, no one goes to an 
Annie Sprinkle sextravaganza to 
watch heady — okay, make that 
intellectual — theater. The show is 


a theatrical happening, and like 
The Rocky Horror Picture Show, 
watching the opening-night 
crowd was a big part of the event. 
Annie Sprinkle wannabes ap¬ 
peared in black latex teddies and 
faux leopard coats, and one 
woman had her hair piled into a 


1950s beehive a la Sprinkle’s Sluts 
and Goddesses video. Burning in¬ 
cense, red crushed velvet curtains, 
and a giant slide of the “Big Apple 
Theatre: Best Porn in Town” all 
lent the atmosphere of a porn 
house. The free popcorn handed

What’s even darker right now is 
trying to figure out what makes a 
gay filmmaker. 

After attending the recent 5th 
New York Underground Film Fes¬ 
tival, an infamous annual event 
that claimed to be showcasing 
close to 30 features and shorts of 
gay interest (many headed for San 
Francisco), I' thought it would be 
interesting to contact a few of 
these celluloid radicals who were 
working so hard and for so little 
money to bash our sensibilities. 
And since the directors I wanted 
to contact had products that 
seemed so extremely bent in na¬ 
ture, I presold this article as “A 
Look at the Gay Nether-Regions 
of Filmmaking.” A problem arose, 
though, in that four of the five I 
contacted are straight. 

“Are you openly gay?” I asked 
of Jeffrey Erbach, whose 27- 
minute, lushly beautiful, yet total¬ 
ly off-the-wall sci-fi pederast fan¬ 
tasy Soft Like Me is causing a slight 
uproar wherever it’s screened. 

“I’m not. I’m straight,” the 
Winnipeg native explained. This 
matter is also confusing to his 
parents. “They don’t really know 
how to approach something like 
this. The one comment that my 
Mom is fond of is, ‘Why can’t you 


make happy movies?’ I think she 
has an idea that my films are trag¬ 
ic in some sense, but my parents 
do joke about it. On the other 
hand, they might be serious when 
they think I’m fairly perverted or 
sick. That’s something that they’ve 
said a couple of times. But com¬ 
ing from your parents, it doesn’t 
mean much.” 

In this case, Ma and Pa might 
not be overreacting. Soft Like Me 
takes place on an isolated prairie 
farm. Its workers are nubile young 
boys enslaved in elaborate har¬ 
nesses that won’t allow them to ei¬ 
ther speak or run away. Even at 
night, they are forced to sleep 
hanging up like pieces of beef. 
They also serve as sexmates to the 
main farmer, and when soiled, are 
washed down intimately by the 
ranchhands. When the boys have 
lost their charms, it’s time to be 
ground into meat. Much of the 
more risque action here is inti¬ 
mated, but you get the idea quite 
clearly. 

What’s also quite obvious, 
theme aside, is that Erbach is a su¬ 
perb director. So why this plot- 
line? “That’s a rather difficult 
question. I’m not entirely sure 
what made me tackle the subject.” 
But realizing his two previous ef¬ 
forts dealt with a tooth fairy who 
killed little children for their mo¬ 
lars, and a boy who decided to be 
a frog and live in a swamp, you 
can’t be that surprised. 

“You know,” he added, “when 
you’re trying to make art, there’s 
no such thing as a bad metaphor. 


You can do no wrong, so you 
might as well kind of rupture the 
safe, little glass area that everyone 
has created around themselves in 
society.” 

Fork fetish 

The equally straight Kevin Di 
Novis’ astonishing, purposely un¬ 
hurried thriller Surrender Dorothy 
will hit San Francisco June 19 as 
part of Frameline’s Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival. This is a simple 
tale about Trevor, a gynephobic 
busboy who steals the forks his fa¬ 
vorite female customers have 
used. Once home, he masturbates 
with them in his mouth. Hey, this 
is not that satisfying, and it’s hurt¬ 
ing his gums. Why not just bribe 
his new, attractive junkie room¬ 
mate Lanh into becoming a little 
girl named Dorothy? Lanh, you 
want drugs? Then wear this dress. 
The swap doesn’t end there. 

In one of recent gay cinema’s 
great moments, just as he/she’s 
about to be plowed, Lanh/ 
Dorothy keeps insisting, “I’m not 
a faggot! I’m not a faggot! I’m not 
a faggot!” 

Trevor counters, “I know, and 
I’m not a faggot, either.” 

Di Novis’ first take on this 
script had the leads being of var¬ 
ied sexes, but he felt it was “trite. It 
kept reading like a Farrah Faw- 
cett-Majors TV Movie-of-the- 
Week. I was like, ‘What’s the mat¬ 
ter with this? Why isn’t this vis¬ 
ceral? Why isn’t it gripping?”’ It 
quickly became gripping once the

t is impossible to say whether 

Maria Djurkovic, Nic Ede, or 
M Martin Fuhrer is most to be 
congratulated for the exquisite at¬ 
mosphere created in the new British 
biopic about Oscar Wilde entitled 
Wilde. They were, respectively, pro¬ 
duction designer, costume design¬ 
er, and director of photography. 
Their combined arts (of frame, 
lighting, decor, and costume) more 
than once make the viewer gasp in 
recognition, so spot-on is the film’s 
evocation of late Victorian style, as 
rendered by Manet. 

But costumes and sets are 
nothing without actors to wear 
and walk through them. Zoe 
Wanamaker in the role of Oscar’s 
confidante, Ada “Sphinx” Lever- 
son, anchors the film in its period 
and brings a rare focus to bear on 
her scenes. Perhaps because she 
has so little to do, she does it im¬ 
peccably. The movie’s most 
Wildean moment comes when she 
utters the word “rivulet.” In a later, 
wordless shot, seated in a theater 
box, she makes one gesture with 
her fan which tells us all we need 
to know about the entire audience. 

Star Stephen Fry fares less well 
in the title role. He does not know 
how to wear his costumes as if they 
were clothes. And that stuff on his 
head, be it living hair or wig, lies 
there like a dead albatross he can 
neither ignore nor acknowledge. 
He is neither beautiful nor ugly 
enough to play Wilde. Where he 
should be grotesque, he is merely 
plain. And there is no music in his 
voice, as there was in Oscar’s, even 
after he ditched the brogue. 

But then, Fry is not an actor. 
Not really. He’s a writer (on his 
third novel) and performer 
(Jeeves for the BBC). He does not 
know how to begin to inhabit 
Wilde’s contradictions. He does¬ 
n’t attempt any wild Irish charm. 
There’s no seduction in him, or 
play. No perceptible soul. He’s just 
an oversized guy, happily married 
in the uppercrust Victorian un-

marmoset. (Casting seems to have 
confused Bosie with Dorian Gray.) 
But he sneers well and pouts to 
perfection. Wilkinson is slighter 
than the historical Marquess (who 
invented rules for amateur box¬ 
ing), but his portrait of an ab¬ 
solute patriarch driven mad by the 
unruliness of other people’s libidi 
is of archetypal quality. In him, the 
religious right have a poster child. 

The women are less interesting, 
alas. Jennifer Ehle is the embodi¬ 
ment of simple goodness as Oscar’s 
wife Constance. While she manages 
not to be boring, there’s only so 
much a peaches-and-cream beau¬ 
ty can do with a series of heartfelt 
reaction shots as her husband sinks 
deeper and deeper into the sins of 
the flesh, without her. Vanessa Red¬ 
grave in the role of Oscar’s mythic 
mother, “Speranza,” appears to be 
having a grand old time playing a 
wild Irish gypsy witch, but her cre¬ 
ation is too eccentric to inhabit the 
world of the film. 

Less important matters, such 
as the script, are apt to make a 
viewer gasp with ennui. Although 
“based” on Richard Ellmann’s 
1984 biography, screenwriter Ju¬ 
lian Mitchell’s portrait of the Irish 
genius martyr queer plays fast and 
loose with the facts (as any work 
of fiction, even a biopic, inevitably 
must). Unfortunately, the bits he 
chooses to keep and the bits he 
chooses to leave out are strung to¬ 
gether without a compelling dra¬ 
matic line, even though the life as 
lived seems inherently theatrical. 

A shaft called ‘Oscar’ 

The film opens in Leadville, 
Colorado A one of Wilde’s 
stopovers during his whirlwind 
tour of the U.S. in 1882. That he 
visited a silver mine and opened a 
new shaft called “Oscar” is fact. 
Also fact: Wilde, the eponymous 
celebrity, was sent on this tour by 
D’Oyly Carte to publicize the New 
York production of Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s comic operetta Patience , 
which parodied the Aesthetic 
Movement in general and Oscar 
in particular. Wilde gamely ex¬ 
ploited the opportunity to edu¬ 
cate the barbarians by giving a se¬ 
ries of wildly successful lectures. 
The film fails to establish this larg¬ 
er context, this stage which for 
Wilde was all the world. 

We don’t see Wilde meet Walt 
Whitman, whom he adored, or 
Henry James, whom he terrified. 
Similarly, later in the film, we don’t 
see him take Andre Gide to Algiers, 
next page ► 
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derstanding of the word, father of 
two, who stumbles upon the 
Greek vice, falls in love with a rot¬ 
ter, gets entangled in his 
boyfriend’s family feud, and 
winds up in jail, a ruined man. 

‘Wronged’ 

Knowing how the story ends, 
Fry plays the attitude of “wronged 
innocent” from the get-go and 
never lets up. This approach, for 
which director Brian Gilbert has 
to share the blame, makes Wilde a 
bloody bore and gives the charac¬ 
ter no dizzyingly brilliant cheeky 
height (aka hubris, pride, or grace) 
from which to fall. As a lead, Fry 
makes a great supporting actor. 

Around this unfortunate 
young man called Oscar dance 
Tom Wilkinson as Wilde’s neme¬ 
sis, the Marquess of Queensbury, 
and Jude Law as the fatal bait, 
Queensbury’s son, “Bosie.” These 
two, unhampered by any Great 
Man status, chew the well-ap¬ 
pointed scenery until it whimpers. 
Law is too pretty to play Bosie, 
who really resembled a wistful

eneration X” continues to 
provide cinematic fodder for 

: Hollywood and the inde¬ 

pendent movement, in spite of the 
fact that the genre’s been drained 
to the point of desiccation, and the 
once-fetching youth who helped 
forge the films are fast approach¬ 
ing decrepitude. (Movies like 
Gummo seem to be unconsciously 
acknowledging this by lowering 
the age-limit for their slacker trash 
to barely post-pubescent.) 

For those bored by images of 
privileged suburban white brats 
and trust fund kids spouting 
shopping-mall nihilism (are you 
listening, Gregg Araki?), there’s 
hope. Writer-director team 
Quentin Lee and Justin Lin’s 
Shopping for Fangs is a self-styled 
“Generasian X” indie that playful¬ 
ly sends up its sources, which 
range from the dreaded Araki to 
more respectable influences like 
Wong Kar-wai, Hong Kong gang¬ 
ster epics, the glorious Brigitte 
Lin, touches of Hitchcock and 
Brian de Palma, and a tortured 
heroine who recalls Catherine 
Deneuve’s psycho in Repulsion. 

Shot mostly in L.A.’s San 
Gabriel Valley for under $100,000, 
Shopping for Fangs is a ragged, 
good-natured mix of barely com¬ 
patible genres: drama and dark 
fantasy, film noir and cultural 
commentary. The opening scene 
promises an urban, perhaps 
noirish thriller: a thug’s attempt to 
rape a woman in a dark alley is in¬ 
terrupted by an avenging angel, a 
beautiful young Asian woman in 
sunglasses and a blonde wig (a la 
Wong Kar-wai’s Chunking Ex¬ 
press). But the film doesn’t pursue 
the kind of dark vision implied 
here, opting instead for a some¬ 
times bittersweet, often comic view 
of its characters as outsiders who 
can ultimately create their own 
identities and their own world. 

The* angel of the alley, we learn, 
is Trinh, a stylish waitress who 
spends her time outside the cof- 
feeshop pursuing a woman 
named Katherine. Katherine, who 
talks in monotones like Shelley 
Duvall, is married to a boring 
hunk named Jim (Clint Jung), but 
leads a double life in seemingly 
cooperating with this courtship. 
Katherine spends much of her 
time with a psychiatrist, trying to 
reconcile herself to a dull mar¬ 
riage to the hunky urban profes¬ 
sional and figure out what’s going 
on with Trinh. Meanwhile, Trinh 
brags about their affair to her fel¬ 
low waitresses (“I am a lesbian!” 
she announce.s), but mysteriously, 
no one ever sees the two of them 
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The mysterious Trinh and Clarance (John Cho) in Shopping For Fangs. 


together. Trinh also befriends 
Clarance (John Cho), a young gay 
man whose boyfriend lives far 
away in Taipei. 

Mysterioso 

The film plays with viewer ex¬ 
pectations in keeping Trinh’s iden¬ 
tity mysterious until the end. But 
she isn’t the only character here 
with a hidden personality. Her 
counterpart is Phil (Radmar Jao), 
a lonely accountant who believes 
he’s becoming a werewolf. True to 
its low-budget origins, Shopping 
for Fangs doesn’t try to be overly 
fussy with the dicey transforma¬ 
tion effects; it simply blacks out 
the screen between images of 
Phil’s increasingly hairy face. Phil’s 
worried when some of his friends 
and acquaintances are violently 
murdered, but again the film is 
evasive on the question of whether 
he’s actually a murderer, or even if 
his “werewolfism” is real or a 
strange manifestation of Phil’s 
sexual repression. The directors 
get points for gently skewering the 
cliche of the too-close Asian fam¬ 
ily, with Phil trying to balance his 
increasing slide into monsterdom 
with his busybody sister’s constant 
attempts to get him laid and oth¬ 
erwise butt into his life. 

Typical of the tone of the film 
is a scene where Jim, who’s dis¬ 
covered his wife’s alleged lesbian 
affair, goes to the restaurant and 
confronts Trinh. After exchanging 
nasty insults, Jim pulls a gun, but 
surprise! Trinh has one too, and 
they engage in a classic John Woo- 
style “Mexican standoff,” each 
pointing a gun to the other’s head. 
But the filmmakers can’t resist 
having their fun. Trinh does a se¬ 
ries of wildly exaggerated “chop-

where he initiates the Frenchman 
into the colonial sex scene. These 
were nevertheless the “facts” of 
Wilde’s aesthetic, homoerotic life, 
and duly documented. To ignore 
them is to trivialize Wilde and miss 
the scale (think Titanic) of his 
downfall, which continues to 
haunt queers and artists to this day. 

What the film does show is a 
good deal of naked man flesh, 
minus members, intercut with 
scenes from the Wilde nursery, 
where Oscar’s two tow-headed 
sons are interminably made to 
hear one of Papa’s fairy tales, “The 
Selfish Giant.” The so-called sex 
scenes are stunningly dull. Lacking 
in either passion or perversity, 
they fail the decadence test, serv¬ 


ing to reduce Oscar to a “normal 
gay man.” The voice-over use of 
the fairy tale is similarly meant to 
shape our take on Wilde, but it 
merely clutters qp an already com¬ 
plex narrative, and only adds to 
the general domesticated tedium. 

Far more disturbing than the 
film’s arbitrary point of departure 
in Leadville is its abrupt ending in 
some unnamed foreign 'piazza, 
when the post-prison Oscar is re¬ 
united with Bosie. They fall into 
each other’s arms (in a long shot) 
and, “That’s all, folks!” No joy, no 
sorrow, no recriminations, no final 
break-up, no Paris, no death scene. 

The film fails to establish any 
of this wider context. Oscar de¬ 
serves better. And so do we. ▼

socky” routines, and Jim ends up 
slabbed out on the floor. 

Shopping for Fangs is no master¬ 
piece, but it’s a diverting genre- 
bender that keeps its cultural cri¬ 
tique bubbling nicely below the 
surface. Endearing actors (especial¬ 
ly Rao as the maybe-werewolf and 
future star Jeanne Chin as Kather¬ 
ine) keep the viewer’s mind off the 
sometimes slack pacing, and locat¬ 
ing shooting in Los Angeles and 
environs adds scenic spice. ▼

Goldin years

chronicler of her generation’s 
lifestyle disorders. 

In many ways, Ten Years After 
does the trick. It affords the pho¬ 
tographer the rare opportunity to 
address the past and show how 
she’s grown as an artist and a per¬ 
son. The 1986 photographs, taken 
during her first visit to the breath¬ 
taking Amalfi coast near Naples, 
almost always include people. 
They’re hanging out, taking 
walks, smoking, drinking, pissing, 
and cuddling. In a couple of im¬ 
ages, a male arm is poised with a 
syringe poking out of it. Hillsides 
blooming with vibrant wildflow- 
ers provide slightly incongruous 
backdrops. Still, a sense of family 
camaraderie comes through, as 
the bonds of blood relatives and 
close friends are clearly revealed 
in many of these portraits. In a 
number of them, Mueller looks 
radiant, particularly in one taken 
in a Chinese restaurant in Posi- 
tano. Clearly th:s environment 
works for her. 

Two selections of Mueller’s in¬ 
cisive and funny writings are in¬ 
cluded, illuminating the appeal of 
the terrain. “So the real cure for 
whatever ails you is a long stay in 
Italy,” Mueller wrote in one of her 
infamous health advice columns. 
“Everyone here seems to be 
downright euphoric and they do 
it all without drugs. In the States, 
to get this high one would have to 
snort something. Here I believe 
it’s the tomatoes.” It’s a breezy 
statement that’s tinged with sad¬ 
ness when you take into account 
Mueller’s fate. 

As with much of her later 
work, Goldin’s 1996 pictures por¬ 
tray a post-recovery moment. In 
these images, the friends have at¬ 


tractively wizened faces and clear 
eyes. Their expressions have an 
overlay of personal discovery. The 
smiles seem more joyous, and 
seemingly earned through experi¬ 
encing life the hard way. A hand¬ 
some man named Pavel lounges 
in bed and shirtlessly washes up 
with strikingly lucid expressions. 
Similarly, in a series of amber- 
hued images, Neapolitan boys 
arm-wrestle with a boyish, per¬ 
haps drunken wholesomeness. 
Goldin also makes a departure 
from her earlier work here by fo¬ 
cusing less on human subjects 
and more on landscapes, architec¬ 
ture, and religious sites. There are 
some marvelous images of the 
twinkling lights of Capri by night, 
a cheesy underwater creche that 
has candy-colored Disney appeal, 
and a warm-hued detail of the 
murals in the Villa of the Myster¬ 
ies at Pompeii. 

In most of these images, it’s 
clear that on this latter trip, Goldin 
took in a very different view of the 
Italian sights. As Guido Costa 
writes in the missive-like essay that 
introduces this section: “And per¬ 
haps only now, ten years after, are 
you able to open up your lens to 
take in other scenarios.” 

Compared to the size and scope 
of Goldin’s previous book, the 
500-page catalog to her 1996 I’ll Be 
Your Mirror retrospective, Ten 
Years After has a travelogue breezi¬ 
ness. But it’s a vacation with an ele¬ 
giac edge. Like most of Goldin’s 
work, the included images are im¬ 
bued with bittersweet memories 
and a sense of loss. But in a decade 
of mulling things over, her vision 
has mellowed into something that 
continues to hold its edge, intima¬ 
cy, and pertinence. T

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he world that Nan Goldin 
has captured in her pho¬ 
tographs is soaked with inti¬ 
macy, but it’s gritty, urban and 
riddled with bad behavior at the 
very same time. The 1970s images 
of herself, her friends, and lovers 
sequestered in ratty apartments 
have the frayed New York flavor 
that has fueled countless “heroin 
chic” fashion ads. You know the 
type, frightfully thin models 
lolling on rumpled beds in dim 
rooms with light honeyed 
through the filter of grime-cov¬ 
ered windows. They are images 
featuring the glamorously an¬ 
guished, abused, dazed and dys¬ 
functional. It’s a testament to the 
power of Goldin’s work and per¬ 
sona in those earlier works that 
she inspired the troubled main 
character of High Art, the stylish 
and harrowing opening night of¬ 
fering of this year’s Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival. 

But living that kind of party¬ 
intensive lifestyle can be, and 
often is lethal. You’ve got to leave 
town sometimes if you want to 
survive. Goldin’s latest book, Ten 
Years After, is a getaway from the 
East Coast grit that serves as the 
setting for much of her work. The 
compact volume includes two se¬ 
ries of pictures taken in sun¬ 
drenched Italy, a decade between 
each. The first group, pho¬ 
tographed in 1986, focuses on 
Goldin’s friend, the legendary 
writer and John Waters actress 
Cookie Mueller, and her husband 
Vittorio Scarpati (both of whom 
have since died from AIDS). The 
second revisits the same terrain, 
with different characters, ten years 
later. This organizing conceit may 
sound simplistic, but it generates 
a poignancy that can only come 
from hindsight. And with its 
sunny settings, it seems a con¬ 
scious effort to air out Goldin’s 
art-world persona as the premiere

On the other hand, there are 
people who claim that George 
Balanchine put men and women 
together all the time without any¬ 
thing sexual happening, but that 
is as blinkered a view as Bruhn’s. 
You have only to recall Lucia 
Lacarra enveloping Stephen 
Legate in Agon earlier in the San 
Francisco Ballet’s season to recog¬ 
nize Balanchine’s overt sexuality. 

Helgi Tomasson, San Francis¬ 
co Ballet’s artistic director, has a 
reputation for excessive cool in 
male-female duets. The only cou¬ 


pling I can remember of his being 
at all arousing was the rape scene 
in his otherwise forgettable Joan 
of Arc ballet. It’s possible that says 
more about me than about 
Tomasson, but his latest work, Sil¬ 
ver Ladders, does nothing to dis¬ 
pel this anti-Bruhn position. 

The beautiful Yuan Yuan Tan, 
looking as regal as a distant planet 
in a tiara and powder blue tunic, 
“couples” (and I use that word 
cautiously) with Roman Rykin in 
two impersonal duets, after which 
they mount silver ladders that 
have descended from the flies, and 
sail off into the empyrean. But 
why? And to what purpose? 

The program note suggests en¬ 
lightenment, but there is nothing 
in Tomasson’s movement to the 
irregular beats of Joan Tower’s de¬ 
rivative score of the same name to 
suggest that the pairing has ele¬ 
vated anyone’s consciousness. At 
best, perhaps the couple got an 
endorphin high from their ener¬ 
getic aerobics. Tan, with those ex¬ 


quisite extensions, looks gor¬ 
geous, but there was absolutely no 
spiritual connection in her pair^ 
ing with Rykin — nothing like the 
ethereal romance that she and 
Vadim Solomakha created in 
Swan Lake. (You can catch them 
together one last time, Saturday 
night, May 9.) 

Part of the problem may be that 
Tomasson originally cast Lacarra 
with Rykin, and when the Spanish 
ballerina suffered a stress fracture, 
Tan moved into the lead. Silver 
Ladders is a crowd-pleaser with its 
ravishing lighting, its dancers 
seemingly suspended in mid-air 
behind a scrim, and its undeniable 
rush of energy. Male and female 
corps scurry in unison as the or¬ 
chestra pounds out Tower’s 
Stravinsky imitations. (You always 
know you’re in trouble with new 
music when a quote from some 
earlier composer is the most ar¬ 
resting moment in the score.) 

Musical illuminations 

Tomasson gave himself an ad¬ 
ditional handicap by opening the 
program with Mark Morris’ inef¬ 
fable Maelstrom. This work con¬ 
tinues to astonish, no matter how 
often I see it. With Roy Malan, 
Roy Bogas, and David Kadarauch 
playing Beethoven’s “Ghost” Trio 
so magnificently, Morris’ musical 
illuminations not only make you 
listen deeper to the score, but they 
inevitably cause anything follow¬ 
ing to look a little incoherent and 
unmusical. 


The concluding piece on this 
final program of the 1998 season, 
Lila York’s El Grito (The Cry), 
seems initially pretentious; a 
white, middle-class American 
choreographer making “art” out 
of Third World injustice is just 
too P.C. for words — but at least it 
is not offensive like some of 
Michael Smuin’s racial effusions 
( Shinju, Song for Dead Warriors, 
Frankie and Johnny). And when 


Evelyn Cisneros, who recently an¬ 
nounced her retirement after the 
1999 season, does her suffering 
Madonna (the Virgin Mary, not 
the pop singer) routine, she’s 
completely believable. Add fiery 
footwork and bravura leaps to 
Latin American music for Joanna 
Berman, Stephen Legate and 
David Palmer, and El Grito is as 
sterling an entertainment as it is a 
shallow essay in human rights. T 


Matthias Goerne at Herbst 

Songs in 
the key of life

\ " ithin a remarkably short 
f . time, the young German 
4 baritone Matthias Go- 
erne has become one of the most 
talked-about new singers on the 
international classical music cir¬ 
cuit. His recordings on the Lon- 
don/Decca and Hyperion labels 
have paired him with master pi¬ 
anists like Graham Johnson, 
Vladimir Ashkenazy, and Andreas 
Haeflinger. Both recordings and 
live appearances have garnered 
the sort of reviews about which 
most singers only dream. So when 
San Francisco Performances sud¬ 
denly added a recital by Goerne to 
its offerings this season, it was ex¬ 
tremely good news indeed. 

The recital (in Herbst Theatre 
last Wednesday, April 29) offered^ 
songs by Robert Schumann and 
Franz Schubert, all on texts by 
Heinrich Heine. The first half was 
Schumann’s popular cycle 
Dichterliebe. After intermission 
there were seven more Schumann 
songs, plus six from Schubert’s 
cycle Schwanengesang. It was the 
sort of programming which turns 
some of us into warm goo. 

As long as I concentrated on 
the marvelous piano-playing of 
Graham Johnson, that warm feel¬ 
ing continued. It was note perfect, 
filled with emotion, and seemed 
to be totally spontaneous, as if 
Johnson were making it up on the 
spot, rather than playing notes 
written in the last century. 

Bobbing and weaving 

Alas, the baritone’s contribu¬ 
tion to the evening was much less 
successful. All night he seemed to 
be doing a Stevie Wonder imper¬ 
sonation, constantly bobbing and 
weaving around (while clutching 
the piano) in a most distracting 
manner. Troublesome high notes 
were always accompanied by his 
standing on his tiptoes, and once 
he ending up with his nose buried

in his right armpit, as if checking 
on his deodorant. 

Goerne’s voice itself has a rich 
lower register when he actually 
sings out fully. But when he sings 
softly, the voice often takes on a 
curiously constricted, bottled 
quality (and many times his 
singing was so soft we heard him 
gasping for breath more clearly 
than we heard the music). But it 
was not the sound of the voice I 
found so off-putting, as much as 
the arch, precious interpretations 
Goerne gave us, at the expense of 
communicating honest emotion. 
Perhaps this was inevitable, since 
he studied with Elisabeth 
Schwarzkoph and Dietrich Fisch¬ 
er-Dieskau, two highly acclaimed 
singers whose own lieder perfor¬ 
mances were often so mannered 
and fussy that the soul of the 
music was smothered beneath 
mounds of questionable minutia. 

All evening Goerne seemed to 
be working very hard to do exact¬ 
ly as he had been told, as if his 
recital was an exam and the audi¬ 
ence was a demanding teacher. 
His singing came from the head, 
not the heart. So it failed to move 
me, and when great songs by 
Schumann and Schubert do not 
touch a listener’s soul, one can 
only be sad. ▼

characters were both male. 

“People reacted more strongly 
to the script,” De Novis, who re¬ 
sides in Los Angeles, recalls. “But 
suddenly nobody was as con¬ 
cerned about the abusive nature 
of the relationship as they had 
been when a woman had been in¬ 
volved. They wanted to categorize 
these guys more than anything. 
‘Are they straight? Are they gay? 
Are they bisexual? Are they trans- 
gendered?’” 

To make sure his take on the 
eccentric liaison was accurate, Di 
Novis researched gender reassign¬ 
ment, abuse, and feminist theory. 
“I also read a lot of prison litera¬ 
ture, because I found that a lot of 
prison relationships mirror what 
Trevor and Lanh are doing. A lot 
of inmates are either coerced into 
or bribed to assume a feminine 
role by growing their hair long, by 
wearing feminine clothes, and by 
doing cell chores. I found it really 
interesting that nominally straight 
men on the outside, once inside a 
prison, forge this relationship that 
really defies their pre-existing cat¬ 
egories, because their society has 
become much smaller.” 

Glitter but not gay 

Talking about small societies, 
director Danny Roth, straight 
even though he wore facial glitter 
to his 15-minute, tongue-in- 
cheek films screening, has indeed 
created one. His is populated by a 
gang of seductive, HIV-positive 
teens who have come up with a 
new way to spend their days and

nights: “T.A.G.—The AIDS 
Game.” Whoever can infect the 
most strangers, either by rape or 
injection, gets the most points. 
There are categories: child, officer, 
drag queen, man on the street. 
(His screenwriter, Scott C. Smith, 
he wants you to know, is gay.) 

Mr. Roth is surprised that 
some people are reacting harshly 
to his movie and that some gay 
festivals, like OUTFEST, are out¬ 
right rejecting it. “When you’re 
throwing a gay festival, you can’t 
be so blind to think that all gay 
films have to have this great cou¬ 
ple who live a beautiful life. That’s 
what you see in gay films, mostly. 
Then you throw a naked guy in it. 

‘“T.A.G.—The AIDS Game’ 
just happens to have a gay lead, or 
maybe not a gay lead. That’s the 


other issue. Yes, the Billy charac¬ 
ter [a teen] does rape Edmund [a 
married heterosexual], but he’s an 
intravenous drug-user, and he 
does fool around with his girl¬ 
friend. So how can an audience 
member say, ‘You are portraying 
the gay community in a bad 
light?’ Who was gay in the film? 

“And you know, there are some 
gay people who aren’t so nice. I’ve 
met them.” 

Wonder Woman 

Finally there’s the jubilant, 7- 
minute “Wonder Woman: Battle 
with a Basher.” This crowd-pleas- 
er has the superhero chasing a se¬ 
rial gay attacker, but during the 
sprint, she takes time off to get her 
hair and nails done, plus do a lit¬ 
tle shopping. Of course, the vil¬ 
lain, in the end, gets caught. 

Cary Curran says, !Tm the 
quintessential fag hag.” 

Brian Winkowski says, “Yes, 
the quintessential fag hag, me 
being the fag.” 

The two New York directors, 
who also star in their video, are 
additionally cabaret performers. 
They decided to make “Wonder 
Woman” to give themselves time 
to change costumes between 
schtick. Suddenly, their effort is 
even more in demand around the 
country than they are. 

BAR: Is your relationship sort of 
like the one depicted in The Object 
of My Affection? 

Cary Curran: If I had known 
Brian in high school, I’m sure I 
would have been in love with him. 
Luckily, I’ve gotten beyond that 
stage. You know, we’d love to be in 
San Francisco, Can you arrange it?

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The buzz on Rufus Wainwright

: can’t remember the last time 
that the advance word on a 
singer/songwriter’s debut disc 
was as powerful and pervasive as 
it is about Rufus Wainwright’s 
self-titled album on Dreamworks. 
He’s already been featured in pre¬ 
view pieces in The Advocate and 
Details. Since you can’t always be¬ 
lieve everything you read, the 
early buzz from other musicians, 
such as Michael Penn and Kim 
Fox, both of whom gushed with 
praise for Wainwright, is excep¬ 
tional. 

Wainwright’s 12-track debut is 
unlike anything you’ve ever heard. 
As classical as it is contemporary, 
it’s hard to believe that the man 
who wrote these songs isn’t even 
25 yet. It could be in the genes (his 
mother is Kate McGarrigle and 
his father is Loudon Wainwright 
III), but genetics don’t always 
guarantee rock stardom (don’t 
forget Chastity Bono’s band Cere¬ 
mony ... or better yet, do). I talked 
with Rufus Wainwright recently 
by phone. 


I have, actually, yes. I sang it last 
night, for the first time in a long 
time. It’s very long and very dra¬ 
matic and very sad (laughs). It’s 
called “Two Gold Rings.” It’s not 
very sad, it’s just very pensive, very 
low. It’s about how, sometimes, 
when I was growing up, I felt that 
the only thing that tied us togeth¬ 
er were these two gold rings that 
we have to wear, because my fa¬ 
ther’s kind of a WASPy guy, and 
it’s the family ring... that’s what it’s 
about. 

You are mentioned by name in the 
song "Song For Gaby/' which 
was written by your Aunt Anna 
[McGarrigle.] Do you make any 
more appearances in any other 
songs by your mother, your fa¬ 
ther, or your aunt? 

I pop in and out. There’s “Rufus Is 
A Tit Man,” that my father wrote 
about me breast-feeding. My 
mother also wrote a song about 
me and her, on the album before 
the last one, about me going away 
to school, and about how she’ll 
miss me building fires for her in 
the country (laughs). Missing our 


little romantic interludes. 

What a good son you were. 

I know. I was a perfect son. The 
perfect son, and some. Just kid¬ 
ding. And then there’s “St. Valen¬ 
tine’s Day 1978,” by Anna. I’m the 
one who painted the black heart 
[in the song] and brought it to 
her. It’s a song to me. 

There are some references made 
to opera in songs such as 
"Damned Ladies" and "Beauty 
Mark." Do you consider yourself 
to be an opera buff? 

Oh, I am the world’s last, biggest 
opera buff. Opera is my favorite 
music on earth. 

Do you have a favorite opera? 

I have several. At the moment, I’m 
really fond of Pelleas and 
Melisande by Debussy. I’m a Ver¬ 
dian, by heart. 

Are you currently in love? 

No. I’m not in love today, but I 


might be tomorrow. The next day 
after that, I probably won’t be 
(laughs). I fall in love for very 
short periods of time. 

Did you have an easy or traumatic 
coming out? 

I think, as with everybody my age, 
it was traumatic, but mainly be¬ 
cause of AIDS. That was the 
biggest, traumatic part for me. As 
for coming out to friends and 
family, it was pretty much expect¬ 
ed (laughs). My favorite toy, when 
I was a kid, was an apron. I’d 
dance around in it, pretending to 
be Dorothy from The Wizard of 
Oz. 

If you weren't making music, 
what would you be doing? 

I would be a great painter 
(laughs). 

Do you currently paint? 

Yes. I did all the artwork, which 
are collages, mostly, on my record, 
too. That’s what I’d be doing. I’d 
just move into that.

I definitely love visual arts. In fact, 
I think it’s a much more peaceful 
and healthier thing to be doing 
(laughs). 

I think Joni Mitchell has said 
something similar to that. She'd 
rather be painting. 

Yeah. I’d rather be painting...with 
Joni. T 


Gregg Shapiro: By avoiding the 
obvious influences and comparing 
your music to that of your parents 
(Kate McGarrigle and Loudon 
Wainwright III), I've been describ¬ 
ing the album as Nilsson meets 
Radiohead. How accurate do you 
think that is? 

Rufus Wainwright: (laughs) Well, 
that’s good. I’ve heard everything 
from David Cassidy meets Kurt 
Weill... that’s probably a little 
more accurate. I never knew 
much about Nilsson, and I don’t 
know much about Radiohead, al¬ 
though I’ve been hearing them a 
lot recently. 

Did you receive much musical en¬ 
couragement from your parents, 
who are both musicians? 

Yeah. I was basically, totally 
trained by my mother from a very 
young age. I wanted to do it the 
whole time. I forced them to do it 
(laughs). Yes, very, very encour¬ 
aged, but mostly through my urg¬ 
ing as an annoying little talent- 
monger-child. 

I'm sure you've heard the talk 
about this year being the "year of 
children of musicians making 
music." With an album by Chris 
Stills [son of Stephen] already in 
the stores, and more albums to 
come, what do you think about 
this idea? 

I’ve heard and it’s definitely true. 
I’ve run into a lot of those people. 
One night, I was playing at Largo, 
and I asked the audience if anyone 
else was from Montreal, and one 
person responded, “I am, I am.” 
Afterwards, that person came up 
to me, and it was Adam Cohen, 
the son of Leonard [Cohen]. He 
was sitting with Chris [Stills], 
they’re very good friends. The 
three of us hung around together 
for a while. Also, at the time, I was 
working with Ethan Johns, whose 
father is Glyn Johns. It’s definitely 
happening. This is the year. 

Is the song "Beauty Mark" about 
your mother? 

Yes, it is. It’s about her... the life 
that none of us will ever be able to 
lead. 

Have you written a song about 
your father?

Mel Hanson 

W hen Mel Hanson was struck and killed by an automobile in 
Stockton at the age of 24, his artistic legacy seemed 
doomed to follow him to the grave. After all, he was not a 
leading figure of the Beat generation, belonging to a little-known 
clique of painters who worked out of an old firehouse in Stockton, 
hence their name: The Firehaus Group. And at the time of his 
death, he had completed little formal training in the arts and had 
no direct involvement in the larger San Francisco Bohemian scene, 
with many of his paintings having never been displayed publicly. 

But, as Belcher Studios Gallery demonstrates with their current 
exhibit, Met Hanson: Retrospective 1938-1962, he did leave behind 
an impressive body of work. The exhibit — including portraits, 
self-portraits, collages, assemblages, and studies — doesn’t just 
show the tragedy of a promising artistic career cut short, but also 
the incredible talent and wry social commentary of a young man 
who was passionately devoted to his work. Hanson was primarily 
a figurative artist, although he was also influenced by German Ex¬ 
pressionism, Pop- and Funk-art. This eclecticism only helps to 
compliment the quirkiness of the artist. 

Hanson’s portraits and cartoon studies, while often whimsical, 
also mask darker social commentary and astute political observa¬ 
tions. Images of death seem almost prophetically to be lurking 
about his self-portraits, and his use of Disney characters, particu¬ 
larly his obsession with Donald Duck, are both violent and omi¬ 
nous. One of his seminal works “The Temptation of St. Walt Dis¬ 
ney," captures his ambivalence toward the cartoon patriarch and 
the grotesque social fantasies behind his characters’ violent and an¬ 
archistic behavior. The beloved Disney icons are portrayed as dark 
shadows posed in threatening and openly hostile behavior toward 
their imperiled creator. 

While this exhibit is sure to spark new interest in Hanson and 
his paintings, there is even more immediacy to the personal en¬ 
counter invited by the work. Hanson is not a “master,” but a young 
man who had a rare artistic and creative drive that fueled his life up 
until his untimely death. This gives the exhibit a strange intimacy, 
and I left with a sense of having met the artist and having been in¬ 
vited into his often dark, often whimsical fantasy world. And what 
artist could ask for a better testament? T

Pushing buttons with Eric Rotes

ric Rofes is well aware that 
the subtitle of his new book, 
WM-. Dry Bones Breathe: Gay Men 
Creating Post-AIDS Identities and 
Cultures (Haworth Press, $24.95) 
will press some hot buttons. In 
what sense is present-day gay cul¬ 
ture “post-AIDS?” 

The 43-year-old self-defined 
community organizer is keenly 
aware that AIDS is still with us, 
but his intention in his new book 
is to look at the changes in gay 
culture since his last book, the 
1996 Reviving the Tribe: Regener¬ 
ating Gay Men’s Sexuality and 
Culture in the Ongoing Epidemic, 
written before what he calls, with 
some irony, “the protease mo¬ 
ment.” A two-year book tour that 
brought him in contact with gay 
men in 36 cities, and a pivotal ex¬ 
perience at the Vancouver AIDS 
conference two years ago, 
prompted some deep rethinking. 

The news in Vancouver was 


the new combination therapies, 
but what gave Rofes’ thinking a 
new framework was a paper by 
Australian sociologist Gary 
Dowsett, who talked about “the 
post-AIDS experience” in his 
country. “He used the term coura¬ 
geously,” Rofes says, “defining it 
not as the end of AIDS but as 
adaptations to life after the crisis 
stage of the epidemic had passed.” 
The idea matched Rofes’ own ex¬ 
perience of “the shifts in our rela¬ 
tionship to AIDS from no longer 
having to attend a dozen funerals 
a season, read two or three pages 
of obituaries a week, and have the 
constant din of AIDS in our ears.” 

Rofes will receive his Ph.D. 
from the UC Berkeley School of 
Education the week of the book 
party for Dry Bones Breathe, 
which explains the sometimes 
scholarly tone of his analysis of 
“the culture,” as well as the 
scrupulousness of his citations. 
But the book’s unblinking look at 
familiar phenomena, from the 
Castro coffeehouse culture to cir- 


PROCRIT 
EPOETIN ALFA 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 
Treatment of Anemia in Zidovudine-treated HIV- 
infected Patients 

PROCRIT is indicated for the treatment of anemia 
related to therapy with zidovudine in HIV-infected 
patients. PROCRIT is indicated to elevate or maintain 
the red blood cell levels (as manifested by the hemat¬ 
ocrit or hemoglobin determinations) and to decrease 
the need for transfusions in these patients. PROCRIT 
is not indicated for the treatment of anemia in HIV- 
infected patients due to other factors such as iron or 
folate deficiencies, hemolysis or gastrointestinal bleed¬ 
ing, which should be managed appropriately. 

PROCRIT at a dose of 100 Units/kg three times per week 
is effective in decreasing the transfusion requirements 
and increasing the red blood cell level of anemic, 
HIV-infected patients treated with zidovudine, when 
the endogenous serum level of erythropoietin is ^ 500 
mUnits/mL, and when patients are receiving a dose of 
zidovudine < 4,200 mg/week. 

Responsiveness to PROCRIT therapy may be blunted 
by intercurrent infectious/inflammatory episodes and 
by an increase in zidovudine dosage. Consequently, 
the dose of PROCRIT must be titrated based on these 
factors to maintain the desired erythropoietic response. 

Treatment of Anemia in Cancer Patients on 
Chemotherapy 

PROCRIT is indicated for the treatment of anemia in 
patients with non-myeloid malignancies where anemia 
is due to the effect of concomitantly administered 
chemotherapy. PROCRIT is indicated to decrease the 
need for transfusions in patients who will be receiving 
concomitant chemotherapy for a minimum of 2 months. 
PROCRIT is not indicated for the treatment of anemia 
in cancer patients due to other factors such as iron or 
folate deficiencies, hemolysis or gastrointestinal 
bleeding which should be managed appropriately. 
Available evidence suggests that patients with lymphoid 
and solid cancers respond equivalently to PROCRIT 
therapy, and that patients with or without tumor 
infiltration of the bone marrow respond equivalently 
to PROCRIT therapy. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

PROCRIT is contraindicated in patients with: 

1) Uncontrolled hypertension. 

2) Known hypersensitivity to mammalian cell-derived 
products. 

3) Known hypersensitivity to Albumin (Human). 

WARNINGS 

Pediatric Use: 

The multidose preserved formulation contains benzyl 
alcohol. Benzyl alcohol has been reported to be asso¬ 
ciated with an increased incidence of neurological 
and other complications in premature infants which 
are sometimes fatal. The safety and effectiveness of 
Epoetin alfa in children have not been established. 

Thrombotic Events and Increased Mortality: 

In a randomized, prospective trial of 1265 hemodialysis 
patients with clinically evident cardiac disease 
(ischemic heart disease or congestive heart failure), 
an increased mortality was observed in those patients 
randomized to a target hematocrit of 42% as compared 
to those patients targeted to remain at a hematocrit 
of 30%.The reason for increased mortality observed in 
these studies is unknown; however, the incidence of 
non-fatal myocardial infarction (3.1% vs. 2.3%), vas¬ 
cular access thrombosis (39% vs. 29%), and ail other 
thrombotic events (22% vs. 18%) were also higher in 
the group randomized to achieve a hematocrit of 42%. 
Increased mortality was observed in a randomized placebo- 
controlled study of PROCRIT in patients who did not have 
chronic renal failure who were undergoing coronary 
artery bypass surgery (7 deaths in 126 patients ran¬ 
domized to PROCRIT vs. no deaths among 56 patients ■ 
receiving placebo). Four of these deaths occurred during 
the period of study drug administration and all four 
deaths were associated with thrombotic events. While 
the extent of the population affected is unknown, in 
patients at risk for thrombosis, the anticipated 
benefits of PROCRIT treatment should be weighed 
against the potential for increased risks associated 
with therapy. 

Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients 

PROCRIT therapy has not been linked to exacerbation 
of hypertension, seizures, and thrombotic events in 
HIV-infected patients. 

PRECAUTIONS 

The parenteral administration of any biologic product 
should be attended by appropriate precautions in case 
allergic or other untoward reactions occur (see "CON¬ 
TRAINDICATIONS"). In clinical trials, while transient 


rashes were occasionally observed concurrently with 
PROCRIT therapy, no serious allergic or anaphylactic 
reactions were reported. See “ADVERSE REACTIONS" 
for more information regarding allergic reactions. 

The safety and efficacy of PROCRIT therapy have not 
been established in patients with a known history of a 
seizure disorder or underlying hematologic disease 
(e.g., sickle cell anemia, myeiodysplastic syndromes, 
or hypercoagulable disorders). 

In some female patients, menses have resumed 
following PROCRIT therapy; the possibility of pregnancy 
should be discussed and the need for contraception 
evaluated. 

Hematology: Exacerbation of porphyria has been 
observed rarely in patients with CRF treated with 
PROCRIT. Nevertheless, PROCRIT should be used 
with caution in patients with known porphyria. 

In preclinicat studies in dogs and rats, but not in 
monkeys, PROCRIT therapy was associated with sub- 
clinical bone marrow fibrosis. Bone marrow fibrosis is a 
known complication of CRF in humans and may be related 
to secondary hyperparathyroidism or unknown factors. 

In zidovudine-treated HIV-infected and cancer 
patients, hematocrit should be measured once a week 
until stabilized and periodically thereafter. 

Delayed or Diminished Response: If the patient fails 
to respond or to maintain a response to doses within 
the recommended dosing range, the following etiolo¬ 
gies should be considered and evaluated: 

1) Iron deficiency: Virtually all patients will eventu¬ 
ally require supplemental iron therapy (see “Iron 
Evaluation"). 


3) Occult blood loss. 

4) Underlying hematologic diseases (i.e., thalassemia 
refractory anemia, or other myeiodysplastic disorder). 

5) Vitamin deficiencies: folic acid or vitamin B12. 

6) Hemolysis. 

7) Aluminum intoxication. 

8) Osteitis fibrosa cystica. 

Iron Evaluation: During PROCRIT therapy, absolute 
functional iron deficiency may develop. Functional 
iron deficiency, with normal ferritin levels but low 
transferrin saturation, is presumably due to the 
inability to mobilize iron stores rapidly enough to 
support increased erythropoiesis. Transferrin satura¬ 
tion should be at least 20% and ferritin should be at 
least 100 ng/mL. 

Prior to and during PROCRIT therapy, the patient’s iron 
status, including transferrin saturation (serum iron 
divided by iron binding capacity) and serum ferritin, 
should be evaluated. Virtually all patients will eventu¬ 
ally require supplemental iron to increase or maintain 
transferrin saturation to levels which will adequately 
support erythropoiesis stimulated by PROCRIT. 

Drug Interactions: No evidence of interaction of 
PROCRIT with other drugs was observed in the 
course of clinical trials. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of 
Fertility: Carcinogenic potential of PROCRIT has not 
been evaluated. PROCRIT does not induce bacterial 
gene mutation (Ames Test), chromosomal aberra¬ 
tions in mammalian cells, micronuclei in mice, or 
gene mutation at the HGPRT locus. In female rats 
treated intravenously with PROCRIT, there was a 
trend for slightly increased fetal wastage at doses 
of 100 and 500 Units/kg. 

Pregnancy Category C: There are no adequate and 
well controlled studies in pregnant women. PROCRIT 
should be used during pregnancy only if the potential 
benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

In studies in female rats, there were decreases in 
body weight gain, delays in appearance of abdominal 
hair, delayed eyelid opening, delayed ossification, and 
decreases in the number of caudal vertebrae in the Fl 
fetuses of the 500 Units/kg group. In female rats 
treated intravenously, there was a trend for slightly 
increased fetal wastage at doses of 100 and 500 
Units/kg. PROCRIT has not shown any adverse 
effect at doses as high as 500 Units/kg in pregnant 
rabbits (from day 6 to 18 of gestation). 

Nursing mothers: Postnatal observations of the live 
offspring (Fl generation) of female rats treated with 
PROCRIT during gestation and lactation revealed no 
effect of PROCRIT at doses of up to 500 Units/kg. 
There were, however, decreases in body weight gain, 
delays in appearance of abdominal hair, eyelid opening, 
and decreases in the number of caudal vertebrae in 
the Fl fetuses of the 500 Units/kg group. There were 
no effects related to PROCRIT on the F2 generation 
fetuses. 

It is not known whether PROCRIT is excreted in human 
milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human 
milk, caution should be exercised when PROCRIT is 
administered to a nursing woman. 


Pediatric Use: The safety and effectiveness of 
PROCRIT in children have not been established 
(see “WARNINGS”). 

Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients: 

Hypertension: Exacerbation of hypertension has not 
been observed in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected 
patients treated with PROCRIT. However, PROCRIT 
should be withheld in these patients if pre-existing 
hypertension is uncontrolled, and should not be started 
until blood pressure is controlled. In double-blind 
studies, a single seizure has been experienced by a 
patient treated with PROCRIT. 

Cancer Patients on Chemotherapy 
Hypertension: Hypertension, associated with a signifi¬ 
cant increase in hematocrit, has been noted rarely in 
cancer patients treated with PROCRIT. Nevertheless, 
blood pressure in patients treated with PROCRIT 
should be monitored carefully, particularly in patients 
with an underlying history of hypertension or cardio¬ 
vascular disease. 

Seizures: In double-blind, placebo-controlled trials, 
3.2% of patients treated with PROCRIT and 2.9% of 
placebo-treated patients had seizures. Seizures in 
1.6% of patients treated with PROCRIT occurred in 
the context of a significant increase in blood pressure 
and hematocrit baseline values. However, both 
patient groups treated with PROCRIT also had 
underlying CNS pathology which may have been 
related to seizure activity. 

Thrombotic events: In double-blind, placebo-controlled 
trials, 3.2% of patients treated with PROCRIT and 11.8% 
of placebo-treated patients had thrombotic events 
(e.g., pulmonary embolism, cerebrovascular accident). 
Growth Factor Potential: PROCRIT is a growth factor 
that primarily stimulates red blood cell production. 
However, the possibility that PROCRIT can act as a 
growth factor for any tumor type, particularly myeloid 
malignancies, cannot be excluded. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 
Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients 

Adverse events reported in clinical trials with PROCRIT 
in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected patients were 
consistent with the progression of HIV infection in 
double-blind, placebo-controlled studies of three 
months duration involving approximately 300 zidovu¬ 
dine-treated HIV-infected patients, adverse events 
with an incidence of >10% in either patients treated 
with PROCRIT or placebo-treated patients were:

Cancer Patients on Chemotherapy 

Adverse experiences reported in clinical trials with 
PROCRIT in cancer patients were consistent with the 
underlying disease state. In double-blind, placebo- 
controlled studies of up to 3-months duration involv¬ 
ing 131 cancer patients, adverse events with an inci¬ 
dence > 10% in either patients treated with PROCRIT 
or placebo-treated patients were as indicated below:

Although some statistically significant differences 
between patients treated with PROCRIT and placebo- 
treated patients were noted, the overall safety profile 
of PROCRIT appeared to be consistent with the dis¬ 
ease process of advanced cancer. During double¬ 
blind and subsequent open-label therapy in which 
patients (N=72) were treated for up to 32 weeks with 
doses as high as 927 Units/kg, the adverse experi¬ 
ence profile of PROCRIT was consistent with the pro¬ 
gression of advanced cancer. 

Based on comparable survival data and on the per¬ 
centage of patients treated with PROCRIT and place¬ 
bo-treated patients who discontinued therapy due to 
death, disease progression or adverse experiences 
(22% and 13%, respectively, p=0.25), the clinical 
outcome in patients treated with PROCRIT and place¬ 
bo-treated patients appeared to be similar. Available 
data from apimal tumor models and measurement of 
proliferation of solid tumor cells from clinical biopsy 
specimens in response to PROCRIT does not potenti¬ 
ate tumor growth. Nevertheless, as a growth factor, 
the possibility that PROCRIT may potentiate growth of 
some tumors, particularly myeloid tumors, cannot be 
excluded.

In the 297 patients studied, PROCRIT was not associ¬ 
ated with significant increases in opportunistic infec¬ 
tions or mortality. In 71 patients from this group 
treated with PROCRIT at 150 Units/kg (T.I.W.), serum 
p24 antigen levels did not appear to increase. 
Preliminary data showed no enhancement of HIV 
replication in infected cell lines in vitro. 

Peripheral white blood cell and platelet counts are 
unchanged following PROCRIT therapy. 

Allergic Reactions: Two zidovudine-treated HIV-infected 
patients had urticarial reactions within 48 hours of 
their first exposure to study medication. One patient 
was treated with PROCRIT and one was treated with 
placebo (PROCRIT vehicle alone). Both patients had 
positive immediate skin tests against their study 
medication with a negative saline control. The basis 
for this apparent preexisting hypersensitivity to compo¬ 
nents of the PROCRIT formulation is unknown, but may 
be related to HIV-induced immunosuppression or prior 
exposure to blood products. 

Seizures: In double-blind and open-label trials of 
PROCRIT in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected patients, 
ten patients have experienced seizures. In general, 
these seizures appear to be related to underlying 
pathology such as meningitis or cerebral neoplasms, 
not PROCRIT therapy. 
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cuit parties, is sure to engage its 
readers. “I try to make my books 
useful,” Rofes says, “and I try to be 
honest about situating myself in 
the text.” 

On the usefulness front, Rofes 
advocates changes in AIDS-pre- 
vention organizations, in which 
he himself has been deeply in¬ 
volved, most controversially as the 
former Executive Director of 
Shanti Project. Now he suggests 
moving “away from the narrow 
view of gay men as vectors of HIV, 
or victims of HIV. I think organi¬ 
zations that are going to be useful 
to gay men over the next few years 
will be the ones that broadly de¬ 
fine us as human beings and see 
our health in a much more diverse 
and integrated way.” 

Room for sex pigs 

What’s more likely to fuel de¬ 
bate is Rofes’ look at gay sexual 
subcultures. Throughout the 
book he recommends “conceiving 
of the gay community as a big 
tent. We can have different pat¬ 
terns of sexual behavior and keep 
them within the tent of gay male 
culture. Monogamous gay male 
couples and sex pigs can both be 
under the tent. As someone who 
lives in what could be called the 
sex-pig part of that equation, I’ve 
been very concerned over the last 
three years with the marginaliza¬ 
tion of gay men who do not con¬ 
struct their sex lives in monoga¬ 
mous ways.” In his investigation 
of the circuit-party culture, “the 
subculture most demonized and 
scapegoated,” he finds “men who 
care about their friends, and love 
their friends. 

“I think the vastly underexam¬ 
ined piece of gay culture is the 
friendship network,” Rofes says. 
What does it mean for those of us 
who, even if we do have a lover, 
don’t organize our lives around a 
traditional dyad, a coupled home, 
and family values? I’m interested 
in those alternatives to what we’ve 
seen as mainstream culture. 

“We got through the ’80s on 
social networks like AIDS support 
groups and 12-step programs. As 
those networks have transformed 
themselves, we see the emergence 
of cultures with ties to commer¬ 
cial establishments. While I have 
mixed feelings about that, I have 
to say that I find more meaning in 
the social networks I find at my 
gym and the coffeehouse I go to 
every day than in nonprofit orga¬ 
nizations and gay bars. To a re¬ 
markable degree, coffeehouses 
have created cultural spaces for 
men to be with each other. There’s 
a big piece of gay men that’s the 
men, not the gay. 

“When I look at my heterosex¬ 
ual peers, the other Jewish men in 
their 40s I grew up with, I see how 
hungry they are for friendship. 
Then when I look at my gay male 
friends, we’re on a totally different 
level qualitatively. Gay men are 
not perfect, but we are the van¬ 
guard. That’s what kills me about 
the attacks on gay men, especially 
by other gay men, over the last few 
years. To depict us as narrow, ego¬ 
tistical, dick-oriented, muscleboy, 
drugged-out basket cases does a 
great disservice to the cultures we 
are creating. 

“I would argue that the reason 
the heterosexual world isn’t 
freaked out by what’s happening 
with the President is that we in¬ 
creasingly understand that people 

— including heterosexual people 

— organize their sex lives in corn-

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“Like slouching!” he agrees. 
“Exactly that. And putting your 
arms across [your chest] to sort of 
give a horizontal to break up the 
vertical. And so on. These are psy¬ 
chological things, that have been 
quite well covered, I think. It’s 
* much easier to be dopily confi¬ 
dent if you’re tall. Tall people are 
saying, ‘Oh, I’m so stupid,’ where¬ 
as short people are saying—” 

Here we are interrupted by a 
(relatively) short person in a uni¬ 
form, who doesn’t seem aggres¬ 
sive, but has kindly come to look 
at the leaking chandelier over the 
mini-bar. He gets it right in the 
eye before retiring upstairs in 
search of the source. 

When we’re setded in again, Fry 
asks in the tone of a nephew, “Do 
you mind if I smoke?” When I en¬ 
courage him, he asks, “Do you do it 
yourself?” I admit to having quit. 

“Clever thing,” he flatters. 
“Mind you, it’s much easier to 
give it up in California, where 
you’re sort of forced to almost, 
aren’t you?” 

Labor of love 

Moving on to more substantive 
matters, Fry educates me about 
the late Richard Ellmann, on 
whose 1984 biography Wilde was 
based. “His last work, which was 
his labor of love, is the definitive 
biography, for our age, anyway,” he 
says. “People were astonished that 
he chose Wilde — in the academ¬ 
ic community, which has so 
shamefully neglected him, in the 
English-speaking world, at least. 
Wilde is a giant, if you want to put 
it that way. In fact, in the' last sen¬ 
tence of the book Ellmann uses 
the word giant, funnily enough. 
He writes, ‘He comes before us 
now a gigantic figure, laughing 
and weeping, full of paradox. So 
wise, so kind, so right.’” 

In Ellmann, Fry found a justi¬ 
fication for not taking his clothes 
off. “I was very grateful because, 
like Oscar, I’m large, and also 
quite sort of flabby.” Here he pats 
his gut, which seems voluptuous 
rather than ungainly. “It was a 
great relief to me to know that 
Wilde was embarrassed about his 
own body, in terms of nakedness 
in front of others. All the evidence 
is that he didn’t like to undress in 
front of [the disastrous love of his 
life] Bosie. That pleased me just

plicated ways. It’s not the 1950s 
anymore. As Michael Bronksy 
points out, straight culture and 
social patterns in the ’90s very 
much resemble gay ones — just as 
some gay people are alleging we’re 
not like that anymore. I find that 
very ironic.” 

Opposite’ attracts 

Rofes is surprised and delight¬ 
ed that there is already a strong 
interest in Opposite Sex (New York 
University Press, $16.95), a collec¬ 
tion of essays he edited with ac¬ 
tivist and author Sara Miles, a reg¬ 
ular contributor to Out magazine. 
The outgrowth of years of Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force work¬ 
shops called Creating Changes, 
the collection includes essays by 
lesbians on gay male sex and gay 
men on lesbian sex, and two tran¬ 
scribed conversations on the top¬ 
ics by three lesbians and three gay 
men. 

“For the conversations, we 
worked hard to find the right three 
lesbians to talk about dick, and the 
right three men to talk about cunt,” 
Rofes says. “We were clear that this 
was not going to be a book about 
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Stephen Fry 


for sheer reasons of vanity. I was 
glad I didn’t have to reveal myself 
too much in front of the camera.” 

Fry seems perfectly happy re¬ 
vealing himself to me, at least psy¬ 
chologically. “I’m so envious of 
small, beautiful, elegant, nippy, 
darting people, who I thought [as 
a teenager] were agile and lithe¬ 
some and supple. And I was 
everything they weren’t: uncoor¬ 
dinated and looming and clumsy. 
One turns inwards. That’s not a 
game I can play, the physical 
game. The best I can do is I can 
disguise it with ridiculous cloth¬ 
ing, which I did. I had a little 
phase of buying ridiculous great¬ 
coats with fur on them and things 
like that. Also, you can concen¬ 
trate on things that are absolutely 
not physical: wit, language. And I 
was hopeless at sports as well.” 

Here the writer of three 
transatlantically bestselling novels 
(The Liar, The Hippopotamus, and 
Making History) reveals his liter¬ 
ary genesis: “Rather than be the 
sort of nerd who slunk along hug¬ 
ging the wall, feeling left out — I 
had too much pride for that. So I 
took the aggressive stance of try¬ 
ing to use my wit to counter any 
sense of inadequacy. That, allied 
to being aware that I was also gay, 
of course — Wilde became a huge 
hero in one’s life, anyway.” 

Going down? 

As it’s already past lunchtime, 
Fry invites me to join him down¬ 
stairs at Scala. At the elevator, he 
gets into a car which is going up 
and has to be coaxed out of it. 
When we’re in the elevator going 
down, he hurtles off as soon as the 
doors open, only to be told it’s the 
wrong floor. In short, he’s giving a 
brilliant demonstration of what it 
means to him to be tall. 

The restaurant is a high- 


the lesbian and gay family and how 
much we all loved each other; it’s 
about body parts, fluids, and spe¬ 
cific sex acts, and how we view and 
feel about them.

“I think we’re striking a nerve 
at an important time. Just six 
months ago, Larry Kramer asked 
lesbians to attack gay men about 
their sex practices, and the lesbian 
response was: hold it, what we 
think is more complicated than 
that.

ceilinged echo-chamber full of 
garrulous gastronomes. With 
chivalrous comprehension, Fry 
immediately pops my tape- 
recorder into the breast pocket of 
.his longsleeve shirt, ensuring an 
intelligible recording. What ensues 
over carpaccio and cannelloni is 
Fry’s take on Oscar’s brilliance as 
a Hellenist (or Greek scholar), a 
linguist, and a soul capable of the 
extremes of joy (The Importance of 
Being Earnest) and suffering (De 
Profundis). Director Brian Gilbert 
later joins us for a glass of pinot 
noir and an impressive analysis of 
the crisis of late Victorian Eng¬ 
land, for which Wilde was a kind 
of sacrificial lamb. 

Fry takes up the theme of Em¬ 
pire, whose hypocritical cult of 
clean and healthy living was 
ground into him at school. “The 
enemy of health was the pale 
young man who doubted these 
things,” says Fry, “who wasn’t 
playing the game. Wilde was 
supremely unhealthy. He was a 
pathogen. I think people recog¬ 
nized he was a pathogen and that 
he could infect the world.”

night votes, lleana [Ros-Lehti- 
nen, R-Fla.] and I had often 
passed the endless hours evaluat¬ 
ing the physical attributes of our 
male colleagues.

Published in the same 
Stonewall Inn pocket-book for¬ 
mat, male nude photographer 
Amos Badertscher’s take on the 
physical world is considerably 
more arty. Many of these por¬ 
traits of naked boys are printed 
directly from the negatives, giv¬ 
ing the artist’s nude-eroto- 
tableaus a weird, alternate-uni¬ 
verse feel. But in one too many of 
these shots, the photographer 
himself is seen in a mirror, 
caught in the act of capturing the 
boys in the buff. Hey Amos, get 
out of the shot.

^ ,* ntil I read Barbara Wilson’s 
|| extraordinary memoir, I 

I i' knew little about Christian 
Science. They didn’t go to doctors, 
I knew, and I blamed the religion 
for believer Colleen Dewhurst’s 
early death from cancer. Raised in 
a strictly Christian Science house¬ 
hold (her maternal grandparents 
were CS healers), Wilson learned 
to look at the world through rose 
windows. It was through rose-col¬ 
ored glass that believers saw the 
real world, the world of complete 
goodness and unlimited love. 
Rose windows were God’s win¬ 
dows, she was taught. Blue win¬ 


dows revealed moral error, sick¬ 
ness, loss, disfigurement — all of 
the false beliefs of the material 
world. In the rose world, there was 
no illness, no pain, no unhappi¬ 
ness allowed. To recognize those 
heresies was to deny God’s love, as 
well as founder Mary Baker 
Eddy’s peculiar metaphysics. 

This world of sweetness and 
light was blasted apart when Wil¬ 
son’s mother, Ellen, in training to 
be a CS healer, discovered a lump 
in her breast. According to her 
own firmly held beliefs, merely to 
discover the lump was heresy, and 
to do anything about it, the rank¬ 
est disbelief. But the lump contin¬ 
ued to grow, despite Ellen’s 
prayers and her insistence that 
nothing could be wrong because 
God wouldn’t allow it; 

In a crisis of faith that shat¬ 
tered the family, Ellen descended

visiting mother, Mom got soused 
and was seen publicly making out 
with clubber Deena Davenport.

into madness, but as Wilson ex¬ 
plains: “[R]eligious mystics past 
and present would have under¬ 
stood her madness as a crisis of 
faith. A madness induced by the 
belief that God no longer listened 
to her prayers, that God looked 
the other way while she suffered, 
that God knowingly visited pain 
upon her and then abandoned, 
her to the shame of acknowledg¬ 
ing that He would not, though He 
had the power, heal her of her 
physical and mental distress.” 

Desperate, and fearful for 
Ellen’s safety, Wilson’s father, who 
was not a Christian Scientist, 
brought in a CS nurse whose re¬ 
sponsibility it was to pray for the 
suicidal Ellen, not, as one might 
have guessed, to protect her. One 
horrible day, he received a call 
from the nurse: “She called me be¬ 
fore she called the ambulance. She 
said, ‘Your wife has drunk Drano. 
What should I do?”’ No small 
question for a true believer, who 
could not see the horrible damage 



that Drano does to the body with¬ 
out denying her own faith. For the 
three years that Ellen lived after 
the first suicide attempt, before 
the cancer finally killed her, no 
one in her religious circle could 
discuss what happened or even 
recognize the hideous disfigure¬ 
ment. To do so meant heresy. 
Ellen’s child could not talk about 
what happened to her mother 
with anyone, since to do so meant 
spitting in the face of God. 


Wilson writes with a novelist’s 
skill, weaving her own story with 
the story of her mother and the 
history and beliefs of Christian 
Science into a tapestry of extraor¬ 
dinary richness. She captures the 
bewilderment of her child self 
with painful accuracy. Imagine 
seeing your own mother, her face 
scarred, her tongue almost com¬ 
pletely eaten away by acid, and 
being unable to comment on or 
react at all to the fact of her an¬ 
guish. Wilson was left, after her 
mother’s death, with no spiritual 
place to call home. The remainder 
of the memoir traces her journey 
toward a spiritual reconciliation, 
and her thoughtful discussion of 
various kinds of religious beliefs is 
fascinating. Blue Windows is an 
engrossing tale of a family and a 
system of beliefs. You will learn a 
great deal about Barbara Wilson 
and Christian Science when you 
read this book. What may surprise 
you is how much you will learn 
about yourself at the same time. T

" * esponding to the market’s 
ever-growing demand for 
queer fiction and history, 
savvy publishers are trotting out 
new editions of Wilde and 
Maupin, and more importantly 
unearthing literary treasures that 
have long been neglected and are 
ripe for rediscovery. Two such 
works just now receiving their 
overdue second chance for a 
readership are Bertram Cope’s 
Year, a delightful 1919 novel by 
American social satirist Henry 
Blake Fuller, and The Scapegoat, 
a nightmarish tale of repressed 
homoeroticism written in 1948 
by British scribe Jocelyn Brooke. 

Upon their initial releases, 
both books were misunderstood, 
scorned, and banished to obscu¬ 
rity by critics and readers who 
were unprepared for Fuller’s 
overt yet chaste depiction of ho¬ 
mosexual longing, and shocked 
by Brooke’s brutal breaking of 
taboos. Recontextualized within 
the current literary climate, 
however, these unusual historic 
curios and their little-known au¬ 
thors deserve attention and ac¬ 
claim as risky trendsetters of 
modern gay fiction. 

First published when Fuller 
was 62 and deeply ensconced 
within the closet, from where he 
pined for a series of younger 
men who apparently never re¬ 
turned his affections, Bertram 
Cope’s Year is distinguished by its 
Jamesian social observations and 
its inclusion of several frankly 
gay male characters whose pro¬ 
clivities are obvious, if never 
acted upon. Rejected by every 
publisher in New York, Fuller 
eventually self-published his fic¬ 
tional debut, and was so discour¬ 
aged by its indifferent reception 
that he burned the original man¬ 
uscript and didn’t write another 
novel for ten years. Subsequent 
works did little to elevate his 
stature above minor-league 
satirist, and only in recent years 
has Fuller been rescued from ob¬ 
scurity and justly appreciated as 
a skilled, if frustratingly cau¬ 
tious, chronicler of early-20th- 
century manners and mores. 

In Bertram Cope’s Year, Fuller 
refrains from what he termed 
“repellent sex discussions” (what 
would he think of Dennis Coop¬ 
er’s work?), preferring to illus¬ 
trate his characters’ sexuality 
through suggestive narrative de¬ 
tails and flirtatious dialogue. 
Fuller’s eponymous protagonist 
is a 25-year-old English instruc¬ 
tor at a Midwestern university 
whose boyish good looks catch 
the eye of Basil Randolph, a dap¬ 
per gentleman of fifty summers 
who, like Fuller throughout his 
own life, is doomed to unrequit¬ 
ed love. While Bertram accepts 
Basil’s friendship, he is far more 
interested in Arthur Lemoyne, 
his effeminate best friend whose 
“artistic temperament” appar¬ 
ently explains his swishy de¬ 
meanor. Content in his shared 
domesticity with Arthur, 
Bertram staves off a host of fe¬ 


male admirers who are con¬ 
founded by his mystifying 
proclamations, such as, “I like to 
see soldiers or sailors dance in 
pairs, as a straightforward outlet 
for superfluous physical energy.” 



Beyond normative 

As Andrew Solomon points 
out in his afterword to this 
handsome new edition, Fuller 
“portrays what would now be 
called normative homosexuality 
— discreet, occasional, often un¬ 
fulfilled, neither delirious nor 
unbearable.” In contrast to 
Bertram’s year of living less- 
than-dangerously, Jocelyn 
Brooke presents in The Scapegoat 
a sullied season of gay guilt, dis¬ 
gust, and terror that in no way 
could be called “normative.” 

Brooke’s extremely strange 
first novel, which has been out- 
of-print for the past 50 years, 
concerns the sexual initiation 
and sacrifice of Duncan 
Cameron, a delicate 13-year-old 
orphan who is sent to live with 
his hunky Uncle Gerald on a 
gloomy farm in the remote Eng¬ 
lish countryside. “Tall, massively 
built... a colossus, pregnant with 
a dark and minatory power,” 
Gerald is a fantasy figure straight 
out of Hand Jobs, given to shav¬ 
ing in the nude while his trem¬ 
bling nephew spies on him from 
the bathtub: “Duncan eyed ner¬ 
vously the white, heavily mus¬ 
cled body, compelled to a sort of 
unwilling reverence for the 
power latent in those massive yet 
agile limbs.” 

Eventually, Uncle Gerald’s 
power is unleashed in several 
bizarre, nearly sadomasochistic 
scenes, the most shocking of 
which involves young Duncan 
splayed out naked in bed, caught 
in a pair of handcuffs as his uncle 
prepares to give him a “damned 
good thrashing.” As Duncan “felt 
his terror spill over into an ex¬ 
cruciating spasm that seemed be¬ 
yond pleasure or pain,” The 
Scapegoat spills over into truly 
subversive NAMBLA territory, 
though Brooke’s true intent is to 
demonstrate the severe physical 
and emotional dangers of re¬ 
pressed homosexuality. 

With its hot-and-bothered 
incest storyline, purple prose 
(“the very air was tainted with an 
appalling yet fascinating corrup¬ 
tion”), loaded symbolism (a sol¬ 
dier with a bleeding-heart tattoo 
between his nipples), and cau¬ 
tionary moral, The Scapegoat 
stands as a singular achievement 
in the history of gay fiction. Tur¬ 
tle Point Press is to be com¬ 
mended for resurrecting both 
this novel and Bertram Cope’s 
Year for new generations of read¬ 
ers. ▼
